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HE capitol will be somewhat de- 
‘4 serted; at least, during the forepart 

of the present week. Tomorrow will 
be observed as Memorial day and the of- 
fices will be closed throughout the buld- 
ing. 

Governor Terrell will leave the city 
early tomorrow ‘morning for Madison, 
where he goes at the invitation of the 
Ladies’ Memorial Association, of Mor- 
gan county, to deliver the address of the 
day. . The governor expresses regret that 
he wilf not be able to return to Atlanta 
in time to take part in the parade in 
the afternoon; but he found it impossible 
to make arrangements to that end. Many 
members of the governor's staff, however, 
will join in the parade, as they will: be in 
the city -preparatory to going to Al- 
bany. 

The governor will return to Atlanta at 
$ o clock Monday night, and at 1:40 
o'clock Tuesday morning he and his staff 
will leave, via the Central of Georgia, for 
Algany, - About forty. members of the 
stam. will go;from Atlanta, while twen- 
ty-*r more-others will join the party on 
the way, or will be there. on the. arrival 
Tuesday morning. The oceasion, as is 
well known. is military day at the .Al- 
bahy chautauqua, and it is promised 
that this. will be one of the greatest dis- 
plays of this kind that ‘has ever been 
seen in southwest Georgia,..A session of 
the Greater Georgia Association ‘will. be 
held in Albany on Tuesday, and the oc- 
casion will be. one of much importance 
and interest, 

Governor Terrell wil] be back in his 
office again on Wednesday morning. 


But four days remain under the law 
for the big corporations of the state 
to make their returns to Comptroller 
General W. A. Wright, and, so far, not 
one of the important ones has been re- 
ceived.

Ample Funds Secured for At- 
lanta-Birmingham Division 


Several Thousand Laborers Are Now 
at Work on New Extension Near 
Dallas, Ga., and Pell City, 
Ala.—Link Soon ,To 
Be Completed. 


The Seaboard Air Line railway has sold 
to a syndicate $6,000,000 of 4 per cent bonds 
for the construction of its extension to 
Birmingham, Ala. This syndicate was 
formed by the New York banking house 
of Ladenburg, Thalman & Co., and sev- 
eral Baltimore capitalists are included 
in the list. Capitalists of Baltimore took 
about one-sixth of the new issue of 


bonds. 

The bonds sold are a first mortgage on 
the Birmingham division of the road and 
are also a direct obligation of the Sea- 


hoard. 

The bonds brought a good. price and 
were readily sold. This loan supplies the 
Seaboard with ample capital to carry out 
the plans it has in view to establishing 
e through line from Atianta to Birming- 
ham, as outlined in The Constitution yes- 
terday. Several thousand men are now 
at work on these two extensions, one from 
near Dallas, Ga., fo Atlanta, and the 
cther from Pell City, Ala., to Birming- 
ham, and it was ,stated yesterday by 
officials of the road that fifteen hundred 
more laborers would pass through At- 
lanta in a few days, bound for the scene 
of this work. These two links wiil soon 
Le completed and the Seaboard will pos- 
sess a line of, great value, connecting At- 
lanta with Birmingham by a short rouie. 

This line gives the Seaboard a much bet- 
ter route to the west than it has hither- 
to possessed, and also puts it in position 
to make a strong bid for the carrying 
trade from the Alabama coal! and iron 
fields to the north and east. It is con- 
sidered by. railroad men generally that 
the Seaboard has made a valuable addi- 
tion to its extensive system, and that the 
investment represented by the new loan 
will yield handsome returns.

There was a meeting of officials of the 
Southern railway yesterday afternoon in 
the office of General Freight Agent E. A, 
Niel for the purpose of preparing data 
for the hearing of the injunction of the 
South Georgia Lumber Company against 
the Southeastern Freight Association, 
which will come up before Judge Speer, 
at Macon, on the 12th of May.

C. J. D'Amour, commercial agent of the 
Southern at Cincinnati; R. J. Curran, 
commercial agent of the Southern at 
Louisvilie, Ky.; E. D. Stratton, commer- 
cial agent of the Southern at Peoria, Ils.; 
K. B. Hannigan, commercial agent of the 
Southern at St. Louis: F. H. Nesmith, so- 
liciting agent of the Southern at St. 
Louis, and Messrs. Longmeade and Ho- 
bart, of the Cincinnati Southern, 

These officials were in consultation with 
General Freight Agent Niel all day, and 
jt Was stated that they had almost com- 
pleted the data which tne Southern, as 
une of the roads In the association, intends 
to present to the court. All preparation 
for the hearing will have been completed 
within the next few days, and the mat- 
-¢r will be ready for the court to pass 
upon. Railroad men are especially anx- 
lous to win out in this case for the reason 
that it will control in future rate-raising 
cases. If they lose now, they say, every 
time they attempt to increase the rates 
on an article shipped over their lines an 
injunction wiil be obtained, and the fix- 
ing of rates will be practically in the 
hands of the shipper and the courts, and 
the railroads will have to haul freight 
at whatever price these two shall decide 
upon. The roads sia%e that they feel that 
they are Tire Tom judges of a proper and 
fair rate on lumber and all other freight, 
and in the case ox lumber, especially, they 
feel that the proposed increase will not 
hurt any interests, as the price of lum- 
ber has risen to such an extent that the 
shippers can easily stand the small in- 
crease which the roads purposed to place 
upon its shipment. If the injunction is 
sustained dia made permanent, the roads 
claim that they wiil be entirely at the 
mercy of the shipper, and that there will 
be no escape for some of them “om Sse- 
vere financial loss and, in the case of some 
of the weaker roads, perhaps bankruptcy. 
Every railroad interest in the country is 
watcning the deveiopments in this case.

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PESSIMISTIC VIEW 
OF BISHOP HOLSEY 


Editor Constitution: Mr. Cleveland’s 
speech on the negro problem in New 
York, and your editorial thereon, in The 
Constitution of the 16th. of April, dis- 
cOvers a few points that the negro race 
and the white people of the north do not 
seem to comprehend. Neither party has 
yet reached the depth nor touched the 
fundamentals afd pivotal factors that 
operate at the base of the social problem. 
Northern philanthropy has been too hope- 
ful and too enthusiastic—and even too 
far off—to come in immediate contact 
with those essential elements and dic- 
tinctive characteristics that inspire and 
control southern feeling and ‘sentiment. 
We do not doubt the sincerity of the 
philanthropic friends of the north, but 
we deplore the fact that neither they 
nor the majority of the leaders of the 
negro race do not see the real entities 
nor those preconceived and fixed prin- 
ciples, that are as dear to the southern 
heart as the love of their civilization. To 
reverse the old and preconceived opinions 
as to the moral and intellectual possibiil- 
ties of the negro race is to attempt the 
impossible. Neither are we astonished 
that there is a racia] problem, or @ con- 
flict of political and social] factors. It is 
the inevitable outcome of readjusting 
forces and a struggle for the reassump- 
tion of harmonious relations. 

The negro race (I am sorry to say) has 
mot yet, if ever it does, arrived at that 
point ir its intelleétual development as 
to sce its own state and alarming condi- 
tion. It ig to be admitted that he has 
made progress, and his friends have em- 
phasized this fact to prove his possibili- 
ties and even his acceptibility in the 
social and political circles. But they 
forget, or overlook, the fact that none 
of these can put him on the same plane 
of citizenship, in ‘the south, with that 
of the white people. His moral, social 
and intellectual attainments, however 
great, cannot put him there. In _ the 
midst of this strenuous civilization it is 
natural and is expected for the black 
man to make progress in civil life. He 
would be less than human if he did not, 
yet there is not a single instance where 
real worth and merit has guaranteed to 
him the full privileges of citizenship in 
the south. Neither is it possible in that 
section for him to become such. This is 

longer concealed, but frankly admitted 
in all the utterances of the sowth, from 
the floors of cong) to the smali voice 
of the most insignificant village paper. 
is no more chance for the black 
man to be anything beyond a mere de- 
graded element at the bottom of society 
than it is for him to change his color 
by the process of culture. All the ten- 
dencies, edicts, and piot acts of legis- 
lation and sentiment puts an unalterable 
negation upon his social, political and in- 
tellectual possibilities, capacious enough 
to reverse or change this decreed senti- 
ment of the public heart or the private 
judgment.

If these are 
not God-given or decreed to be so by 
the Almighty, yet they must be consid- 
ered as enduring fixtures, and regarded 
as no small factors in the racial problem.

Europeans Are To 
Study Invention. 


Chicags6, April %.—(Special.)—Bion J. 
irnaid, one of the foremost electrical 
mgineers of the world, started tonight for 
Lansing, Mich., where within a few days 
he will attempt to demonstrate that he 
has worked out an invention that marks 
the doom of steam power for railroads. 
Not only this, but he claims it will cut 
the expenses in half, require less than 
half the capital now required and provide 
a safer and cleaner method of travel. En- 
gineers who have been permitted to exam- 
me the invention say the success of Mr. 
Arnold’s test will mean the fmmeédiate 
change of motive power on all the shorter 
railroads and in the near future on the 
trunk and transcontinental lines. 

Mr. Arnold has been working on his 
plans for four years. A special railroad 
has been built near Lansing for the test. 
His method is called the ‘‘new electro- 
pneumatic system of electric railway con- 
struction.”"” The inventor has long been 
convinced that ultimately the direct cur- 
rent motor for long-distance service and 
heavy work must be abandoned and the 
alternating current utilized. It is along 
this line he has been working. A de- 
crease of 235 to 40 per cent in the cost of 
électrical equipment is promised and with 
it the ability to utilize power up to its 
highest dégree. 

The Danish government has representa- 
tives here to watch the experiment. 
French, Italian and German electrical ex- 
perts also accompanied Mr. Arnold to 
Lansing tonight. An American syndicate 
jis waiting the result of the trial and will 
furnish ‘all necessary capital to exploit it.

should pass an anti-rebate law, similar to 
the statutes that New York, Massachu- 
setts and Pennsylvania have adopted. 
Such a law, Mr. Alexander thinks, would 
prevent unscrupulous agents from butch- 
ering the insurance business and lower- 
ing the standing, professionally, of other 
and better men who are engaged in the 
insurance business. 


The object of the anti-rebate laws pass- 
ed elsewhere is to prevent an agent from 
selling a policy to one man for, say $100, 
and then selling the same identical class, 
of insurance and of the same amount to 
another party for less money—or more. 
Many agents, he states, do this, especial- 
ly near the end of the quarter, in order 
to make a better showing with the com- 
panies they represent. The companies 
pay these agents a bonus on the amount 
of work done, and some would rather 
lose part of their commissoins on poli- 
cies and trust to the bonus from the 
companies to make up for it than to make 
a poor showing as to the amount of in- 
surance written by them during the quar- 
ter. Such actions on the part of agents 
tend to make the public lose confidence 
in all agents and to distrust the insur- 
ance companies themselves. The actions 
of agents are readily cnarged to the com- 
panies they represent, and therefore the 
insurance people favor such a law 4s 
outlined. They want the penalty for Tre- 
bating made so severe that no one would 
care jo incur it. In the states named it 
is a misdemeanor to sell -policies of in- 
surance at other than the rates named 
in the circulars, which are ‘open for in- 
spection of every applicant, and when 
one man buys a policy he knows that he 
is getting it for neither more nor less 
than other applicats will have to pay. 
It is probable that the companies doing 
business in this state will ask the legis- 
lature at its next session to place some 
such law on the statute books.

Though one might think that Emperor 
William, with his numerous duties as a 
diplomat, artist, scientist and God knows 
what not, would have no time to spare, 
but nevertheless he has nOw entered a 
new field as purifier and simplifier of his 
native tongue. 

Recently he sent a circular letter ‘to all 
governmient officials throughout the em- 
pire ordering them to use great care in 
the drafting of all official reports and 
documents.

Sixty-Year-Dld Generals Engage 
in Desperate Fight 


Wife Refused Her Husband Satisfac- 
tion for Saying He Was Too 
Much of a Coward To 
Strike Her and He 
Beat Her.

Berlin, April 25.—The current dvuelling 
epidemic seems to have reached its cli- 
max—and a climax which would be in- 
credible if the facts were less well at- 
tested. Neither age nor sex is spared, 
as is shown by the_most recent manifest- 
ations of the “perfonal honor’ mania 
which consumes subjects of the kaiser. 

Two well known officers, General Ghad- 
ischer and Genergl Tserndieff, each over. 
sixty years of age, became involved 
in a dispute over a comparatively trifling 
matter. High words were exchapged and 
the elderly digputants arranged a meet- 
ing, which took place near Hamburg. 
Swords were the weapons and the aged 
warriors fought with astonishing vigor. 
Spectators dgseribe the assault as a re- 
markable exhibition of swordsmanship. 

After fighting for a quarter of an hour, 
General Tserndieff dealt his antagonist a 
thrust from the effects of which it is 
feared General Gladischer will not recov- 
er. 

But this affair pales in insignificance 
besidc that «f which a young German 
officer, too insignificant to be named, was 
the hero at Kolmar in Saxony. It 
can not be better described than in his 
Own language when haled before a loca! 
court: 

“One night,”’ the defendant said. “I ha4 
@ quarrel with my wife, in the course of 
which she exclaimed, ‘You are too much 
of a coward to strike me!’ 

“What could I, as a Prussian officer; 
do-when my wife accused me of coward- 
ice? If the wife of another officer had 
thus insulted me, I could, at least, have 
challenged her husband in a duel, but I 
coulc not challenge myself because my 
own wife insulted me. 

“I got into a state of intense excite- 
ment over this terrible dilemma. I re- 
quested my wife formally three times to 
withdraw the insulting expression: which 
was incompatible with my dignity and 
honor as a _ Prussian officer. She refused 
to do so. As it was my duty to insist 
on satisfaction for the insult 1 seized 
a stick and beat my wife.”’ 

The case has beer adjourned and we 
are waiting with curiosity what view the 
splons of Kolmar will take of “personal 
honor’ so sensitive.that a reputation for 
wife-beating is slight in comparison.

The duchess of Buccleugh is mistress of 
the robes in the household of the queen.

The duchess is an intimate friend of 
Queen Alexandra, and, like the queen, 
cqndemns the rapid pace of the “smart 
set.’’ 

The duchess doesn't permit bridge gam- 
bling ‘at her house parties and frowns 
upon the morals and mode of life of the 
women of her class who furnish the grist 
for the divorce mill. 

The duchess isn't beautiful, but she is 
clever And witty, and despite the fact 
that she doesn’t permit gambling invita- 
tions to her house parties are always in 
géemand.

Several days before the dedication 
United States troops and state militia 
will begin arriving from various posts 
and cities to take up their quarters in 
the exposition buildings. Provisions for 
housing 20,000 have been made. The ex- 
position pays the transportation and the 
rations, which will be sérved hot. 


Suggestion of the Programme. 

President Roosevelt arrives the night 
preceding dedication. He has promised 
to speak at the choral entertainment for 
raising funds to build a monument to 
General Franz Seigel. The president will 
be entertained while in the city by Presi- 
dent Francis, of the exposition. 

At 10 o’clock the morning of dedication 
day the freedom of the city will be ten- 
cered to President Roosevelt by Mayor 
Rolla Wells. The military parade will be 
assembled under the direction of Grand 
Marshal Corbin at the junction of Grand 
and Lindell boulevards and begin to 
march at 10:30 o’clock,. preceded by the 
presifent of the United States and the 
distinguished guests in carriages. 

The route is 2 miles through the finest 
residence sections and Forest park to the 
triumphal causeway, leading from the en- 
trance of the exposition grounds to the 
liberal arts building. A broad asphaltum 
way will carry the column, between the 
finished fronts of. five exposition build- 
ings, decorated with the flags of all na- 
tions. The president will review the pa- 
rade from the gfand stand in the court of 
monuments, the principal vista o« ihe 
fair. 

Iaincheon served by thé exposition di- 
rectors at the administration’ bullding -vill 
regale the president and guests until 1:30 
p. m., when a grand band concert by 
thirty bands announces the prelude to the 
dedicatory ceremonies. The doors of the 
liberal arts building will admit 35,000 per- 
sons, to be seated under the direction of 
guards and ushers. 

A grand stand at the north side will 
seat 5,000 guests. Accommodations for 
400 newspaper correspondents are pro- 
vided immediately beneath and in front 
of the president’s rostrum. On the west 
side, 350 fee? from the president, a chorus 
of 3,000 voices, selected from the leading 
singing societies of St. Louis and an 
augmented band of 200 pieces will render 
the masters, 

Promptly at 2 o'clock the vast as- 
sembly will be called to order by David 
R. Franaos, president of the exposition. 
Cardinal Gibons. in the scarlet vestments 
of a prince of the Roman church, will 
lend a touch of.color to the brilliant 
scene when he advances to the front of 
the president’s rostrum to Geliver the in- 
vocation. 

Thomas H. Carter, president of the 
world's fair national commission, will be 
announced as the president of the day. A 
choral and band rendition of “The Heav- 
ens Proclaiming’’ will precede the pre- 
sentation of the buildings by President 
Francis to the president of the United 
States. President Roosevelt will then 
make the dedication address.

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Bishop Holsey’s Letter. 


Elsewhere The Constitution gives 
space to a communication from Bishop 
L. H. Holsey, of the Colored Metho- 
dist Episcopal church, a resident of 
this city, in which he gives his view 
of the so-called race problem in the 
south—and very much of a problem 
this colored clergyman makes it. His 
viewpoint, based, we think, on an er- 
roneous premise, offers neither a solu- 
tion nor an optimistic hope. 

Bishop Holsey, a well-groomed pre- 
late of a religious denomination or- 
ganized from the south’s distinct ne- 
gro social organism, tacitly denies 
that a society based on race can ex- 
ist within a. society, to apply the 
principle of imperium in imperio to 
the herding of races by themselves 
in a cOmmon country, under a com- 
mon government. The success of the 
church organization which this col- 
ored bishop represents, and his per- 
sonal success in attaining a station 
and mode of life so far above that af 
the average southern negro, causes 
the logic of his contention to fall like 
a house of cards. The segregation of 
the two races is not a question of 
colonization; it is already an accom- 
plished fact, and it is to such a con- 
dition that. Bishop Holsey owes not 
only his official dignity, but his in- 
tellectual and social advancement. 
He has risen by reason of the “prej- 
udice,” if he pleases, which has forced 
the negro race in America to herd by 
itself, and he will hardly be willing 
to argue that the social fabric which 
supports him is a sham and snare, 
incompatible with the black man’s 
well-being. 

Such progress as the negro has 
made in the south—and it is indispu- 
table that his progress has been grati- 
tying—must be regarded as the result 
of his racial isolation in a social sense. 
Philanthropy has interested itself in 
the negro because he had his separate 


‘society, with its necessary civilizing 


institutions, to buil. up and maintain. 
The white people of the south, recog- 
nizing the need of the negro’s moral, 
manual and mental development, have 
been the largest contributors to his 
distinctive .institutions. They have 
done much to build.and maintain his 
churches and schools. Does: Bishop 
Holsey claim these distinctively col- 
ored institutions—this society -within 
a society—must be set.down as‘a fail- 
ure? 

If so, why? If: not, why, as our 
correspondent asserts, is the abstract 
negro disgruntled with the existing 
order and the alleged breach between 
the races constantly widening? It is, 
forsooth, because in South ‘Carolina, 
where, as mere physical entities, the 
negroes are.in the ascendency numer- 
ically, the governor, legislators and 
county and city officials aré not ne- 
groes; the negro does not attends the 
same church as the white man- and 
his children the same school as “the 
white man’s children, and the races 
are separated in car and depot? If it 
is not this, what is to be implied by 
the bishop’s declaration that the evolu- 
tion of the negro under the superior 
educational advantages he enjoys in 
his separate society “can never bring 
him to the privileges of the best citi- 
zenship or allow him to be equal to 
the white people in civil life?” There 
are some things, as this writer con- 
cludes, which can never be until 
“the Ethiopian changes his skin, or 
the leopard hi: spots;” but these 
things are not vital to negro progress 
or the rational contentment of the ne- 
gro in the Unite“ States.

ficing to develop the best that is in. 
him. If he is educated classically he 
may become a bishop, ff industrially, 

a fairly paid, constantly employed me- 
chaniec. If he is unlettered and unam- j 
bitious, he has an equal chance with 
the white man of the corresponding 
type as a day laborer or farm hand. 
He can save his earnings and accu- 
mulate property like any white map.. 
What more would he? What is ailing 


‘him? Surely, among ten or more mil- 


sions of “Afro-Americans,” he can find 
scope for his professional ambitions, 
and among twice that number of white 
people there is abundant employment 
for him. 

Bishop Holsey should be too wise a 
man to speak of such a chimerical 
thing as wholesale negro emigration 
and exclusive colonization. There is 
no longer a Chinese wall around any 
portion of the earth, nor can there be 
on account of race, religion or political 
economy. Human society was never 
sO cosmopolitan as now. No race can 
withdraw itself from other races and 
draw a dead-line against encroach- 
ment. In habitat and trade the races 
mingle, whether congenially or not. 
On the high seas you will find ships’ 
crews composed of every race and na- 
tionality under the sun. The negro 
colonist could never get away from 
the white man, not if he returned to 
his ancestral jungles on the Congo. 
If he remained civilized he could not 
live without the white man. Any one 
familiar with the serpent-worship and 
human bestiality in Haiti must admit 
that it would be better for the island 
if it enjoyed a closer contact with 
Caucasian civilization. 

The southern negro has little rea- 
sonable cause of complaint as to his 
civil status, He has plenty of work 
to do in perfecting his own social or- 
ganism within the greater Caucasian 
organism. If he is healthy-minded he 
will not dream of blending himself, 
in an unnatural sense, with the soci- 
ety that has fostered his imitative in- 
stitutions. If, under the inevitable 
order of things, there is race friction, 
such friction is not grave enough to 
justify. lugubrious. prophesies or re 
sentful attitudes. The negro will win 
civil privileges as rapidly as he merits 
them, if any be lacking now, and he 
will do well to cultivate proper rap- 
proachement with the wvrhite man, 
rather than talk self-exile ‘and irre- 
pressible conflict. It is especially la- 
mentable to hear a pulpit leader of 
his race like Bishop Holsey talk in a 
strain calculated to provoke inter- 
racial suspicions and antagonisms. 

Psychic influences ar> largely re- 
sponsible for physical conditions. 
Many of the world’s wars have 
been caused by mental bugaboos. 
A morbid imagination, influencing 
many minds and harping from mouth 
to mouth on a foolish hobby, can work 
mischief in the case of the southern 
negro, as has often been its effect in 
history. The moral responsibility of 
a man like Bishop Holsey is, in this 
respect, very great. We tr st he ap- 
preciates this fact. His pessimistic 
expressions on the race “problem”. 
are not doing hi race any good. He 
can preach woe until his hearers ac- 
cept woe as a decree of fate. But this 
discontent is all in the mind. The ne- 
groes can get along very well with the 
whites and develop qualities of man- 
hood and material independence while 
developing their own society, if they 
will but think so and se* their hands 
and heads and hearts to that accom- 
plishment. 

And would not teachers and pub- 
licists like Bishop Holsey act the bet- 
ter part if, like Booker Washington, 
they turned their talents toward cul-. 
tivating in the impressionable brain 
of the negro contentment instead of 
discontent?

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Roosevelt’s Rocky Road. 

According to The Syracuse, N. Y., 
Telegram, Louis F. Payn, former adju- 
tant for .Roscoe Conkling and “Me 
Too” Platt, and more lately state su- 
perintendent of insurance under Gov- 
ernor Black, has been indulging in 
some political prophecy which, coming 
from a politician of long experience 
and intimate knowledge of inside mat- 
ters of the republican party, is of con- 
siderable significance at this juncture. 

Among other things Mr. Payn pre- 
dicts that Mayor Low, of New York, 
will be renominated and defeated by- 
at least 100,000, and that President 
Roosevelt will be renominated and 
will also lose New York state by over 
100,000 votes. The Telegram adds 
that Payn is a shrewd and far-seeing 
politician and does not rashly form 
political judgment. 

The Platt-Odell feud has effectually 
disrupted the republican party in New 
York state, and there is no possible 
cOmmon ground upon which the war- 
ring factions can be brought together 
in the fall’of 1904 with Roosevelt as 
the presidential | apeee The Platt 
machine regards the occupant of the 
white house as its enemy, and its se- 
cret enmity toward him is becoming 
more outspoken as the fight for su- 
premacy between the governor and 
senator progresses. It is impossible 
for President Roosevelt to hold his 
political fortunes aloof from the New 
York quarrel, and it is difficult to see 
how he can essay the role of peace- 
maker in the interest of his tetris 
fortunes. 

In addition, the glamour of San Juan 
hill has pretty well worn off in New 
York state and republican politics 
there ‘has readjusted itself to the old 
machine basis. It is unlikely that the | 
populace will be stirred by any Senile 
band enthusiasm from which Roose- 
velt as a candidate can profit next

The “Mad Mullah” Again. 

Although the dispatches did not] 
use the name of the “Mad Mullah” in 
connection with the -annihilation of 
Captain Plunkett's column in British 
Somaliland, the other’ day, the anni- 
hilators were followers ot the new 
desert prophét and; from all accounts, 
and this report in particular, his “holy 
war” is a serious matter to British 
sovereignty in northeast Africa. It is 
said the followers of the fanatic Mo- 
hammedan feader now number 15,000 
armed men, most of them seasoned 
warriors. 

The military tragedy enacted under 
the equatorial sun of Africa recalls 
Kipling’s “fuzzy-vruzzy” stories and the 
death of the son of the Bmpress. Eu- 
genie in Zululand, years ago. The ex- 
pedition under command of Colonel 
Cobbe, composed mainly of native 
troops and Sikhs, supported by two 
Maxims, was slowly making its way 
over the desert waste toward the lit- 
tle known interior, whither the Mullah 
was said to have fled. Suddenly a 
dense cloud of dust rose high on the 
horizon. It was no désert whirlwind, 
but a horde of mounted Bedouins 
sweeping down upon the hated “infi- 
dels.” Hurriedly but coolly the Eng- 
lish officers gave their orders, and as 
soon as the motley cavalry came with- 
in range, ridér after rider found the 
paradise of his faith by death in bat- 
tle. But Maxim and Mauser balls 
might have been paper pellets, so far 
as any deterrent effect on the oncom- 
ing mob was corcerned. Yelling and 
brandishing spear and gun, they hurl- 
ed themselves upon the doomed col- 
umn, which now had formed a hollow 
square behind a gleaming line of bay- 
onets. The picture is easy to imagine. 
It is a commonplace view of Tommy 
Atkins and his swart comrade. Borne 
down by sheer force of numbers, the 
men of the square are massacred. 
The dead numbered ten officers and 
180 soldiers. * | 

“Some one had blundered,” as at 
Balaklava. What was a handful of 
British soldiers doing isolated and un- 
supported in the stronghold of the 
new mahdi? The British war minister 
should have known that it would take 
fighters cf the line, and plenty of 
them, to bag the Mad Mullah. Did the 
fate of Gordon teach no lesson? When 
this last howling dervish went on the 
rampage and emboldened his followers 
by his first success’ rc:nforcements 
were ordered to Manning In Somali- 
land from India, but later the order 
was countermanded. The British de- 
fensive force has been shamefully in- 
adequate—better, criminally inade- 
quate. The wonder is it has succeed- 
ed in almost holding. the Mullah at 
bay all winter. 

There will be a hurrying o: réin- 
forcements to Somaliland now, and it 
is to be hoped the fanatic rebels will 
not annihilate the gallant remnants 
of the little force in the meantime.

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Progress of the Good Roads Idea. 

There is no subject to which, The 
Constitution has given more undivided 
attention than to that. of good roads, 
and weare highly gratifie..to see that 
the leaven of road improvement is 
working in almost every county in 
Georgia. 

-From day to day The Constitution 
has contained excerpts from the week- 
ly press of the state telling how one 
county after another is directing its 
attention to improved highways, and 
it is evident that before many years 
the county in Georgia that hasn’t a 
thorough system of modern, well- 
graded, macadamized or graveled 
roads will be the exception and not the 
rule. 

The frequent rains of the past win- 
ter have, as usual, made the roads al- 
most impassable in a majority of the 
counties of the sfate, and this has 
helped to place the good roads idea up- 
permost in the people’s minds. Farm- 
ers, whose hauling has been so seri- 
ously interfered with thereby, and 
merchants; whose trade has been cor- 
respondingly hurt, are coming togeth-_ 
er on the proposition that good roads 
are the cheapest in the end—that bad 
roads, in fact, as The Constitution has 
so often said, are. about the most ex- 
pensive luxuries that any community 
ever indulged in. 

In connection with the good roads 
movement in. Georgia it is bo&h inter- 
esting and important to study what 
other states are doing in the effort to 
improve their highways. The Penn- 
sylvania legislature, for instance, has 
just appropriated $6,500,000 to be 
spent in road building throughout the 
state. New York and other states 
have a similar law providing for state 
aid for those counties that undertake 
to securé modern roads, 

In Pennsylvania the state aid idea 
has taken: firm hold. The plan just 
adopted is for the state, the county 
and the township to cooperate in the 
work of building and improving the 
roads. The state is to pay two-thirds 
of the expense and the -county and 
township in which the work is done 
each one-sixth. ofthe expense: The 
state has made available for this pur- 
pose $6,500,000 to. he: expended’ during 
the next few years,

It is urged 
that whenever the state or the nation 
reaches out a helping hand to such 
communities, they will grasp it and 
bend all their energies to the great 
work of improving their highways. 

‘An eastern man who has recently 
taken a trip through Texas says the 
enthusiasm with which the people 
have taken up the “good roads idea” 
is wonderful. In some counties they 
are in danger of “going wild” on the 
subject. Funds are being raised main- 
ly by the issue of county bonds, and a 
similar plan is being adopted in North 
Carolina. 

All of these plans can be studied 
with profit by the people of Georgia, 
now that we have become aroused to 
the necessity of improving our high- 
ways. Too much attention cannot’ be 
given this all-important subject,

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ARE JARRED 
APPOINTMENT 


By Russell Hathaway ,Jr. 

Boston, April 24.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—Not for many years has there beer 
such interest in the appointment of an 
official by the governor of the state of 
Massachusetts as has been shown in that 
just made by Governor Bates to the head 
of the board of police commissioners of 
the city of Boston. The governor's re- 
fusal to reappoint Chairman Clark and 
his appointment of a comparatively un- 


known man to the position have given | 


certain people and influences a jar frora 
which it will take them some time to re- 
cover. : 

To understand fully what is meant by 
the refusal to appoint Clark it should 
be remembered that in 1899 Governor 
Bates, then speaker of the state house of 
representatives, was a candidate for the 
republican nomination for lieutenant gov- 


ernor. Opposed to him was General Cur- 


tis Guild, who had the full backing of 
the Henry Cabot Lodge machine and 
Whose friends poohshoohed the Bates 
movement from the start. With the back- 
ing of Lodge and with all the influences 
of his state machine in at their commanil 
they could not see how the Bates cam- 
paign could last a month. The lieuten- 
ant governorship in this state is looked 
upon as a certain stepping stone to the 
sovernorship and directly after his name 
was mentioned the enthusiastic friends of 


General Guild began to hail him as ‘“‘gov- 
ernor.”’ 


Here in Boston the Bates boom found 
hard sledding from the first and his 
frierds cherged 2 good share of it to the 
indirect interposition of the board of po- 
lice. The Bates workers were hampered 
in every possible way by the police, act- 
ing under the orders of the board. and no 
‘ooner was it a certainty that Bates 
would win than his partisans began to 
discuss changes in the board when their 
candidate became governor. 

Governor Bates had to wait for three 
years before his turn came, but it has 
come after all and in spite of the immense 
pressure brought to bear upon him for 
Clark’s retention it is certain that he never 
intended to reappoint him. How strong 
the influences brought to bear for Clark's 
retention were will probably never be 
Known in full, but it is no secret that 
practically every bit of “State street in- 
filuence’’ was used in his behalf. So, too, 
was that of the Lodge machine, but even 
these combined with everything else that 
was thought able to sway the governor 
was useless. As a rebuke to the republi- 
can machine of Massachusetts the re- 
fusal to reappoint Chairman Clark comes 
under the category of ‘‘stinging’’ and the 
joke of it all is tnat' the machine has 
got \to grin and bear it, for Bates is so 
strong with the common people that he 
does not care a rap for the machine and 
is not 2verse to letting Mr. Lodge and 
his associates know it every now and 
then. 


Curiosity is keyed up to a high pitch 


to see what the new appointee to the 


board, Judge William Henry Harrison 
Emmons, will do. Ali who knew the man 
are sure that the methods of the Boston 
police board and the police force will 
undergo some radical changes which wil! 
make both board and force less condu- 
cive to profanity when under discussion. 
Judge Emmons has for seventeen years 
keen judge of the Bast Boston district 
ceurt and is a man of positive ideas. Also 


he has the faculty of carrying out his 
ideas and those who know him best say 
that if he makés up his mind that certain 
things should be done in Boston the police 
Officials will carry out his orders or there 
will be new police officials. Under his re- 
gime it is felt that theg: will be an 
end to the public feeling and much of 
the corruption in connection with the 
administration of the police force of the 
city, 2°foree by the way, with which Bos- 
ton as a city, has absolutely nothing to 
do except to raise the money to pay its 
salaries and maintenance. It is a state 
police, paid by the city, something of an 
anomaly in Massachusetts. 

Speaking of the police force naturaily 
trings to mind the fact that the republi- 
can leaders are determined to press 
through the bill, now in the senate, which 
provides that in Boston the assessing of 
voters shall hereafter be done by the po- 
lice. 

This is another desperate effort to make 
Boston a republican city by legislation, 
and those who can look ahead a bit say 
that its effect will be precisely what all 
the other attempts to that end have beea 
—a failure. 

Naturally with a republican board of po- 
lice thousands who have heretofore been 
registered as voters by the city hall as- 
sessors will be disfranchised if there is 
the slightest ground legal or otherwise 
for it and upon the expected wholesale 
cutting off of these voters the republican 
leaders are banking their hopes for a 
victory in the municipal election next 
fall. 

Meanwhile the democratic leaders have 
resolved to filibuster in the senate as 
ong as possible in the hope of delaying 
the passage of the bill until after May 
1 in order that it will not become opera- 
tive until next year. Like the senate of 
the United States, the rules of the Mas- 
sachusetts senate are more favorable to 
flibustering than those of the lower 
branch and up to date there has been no 
effort on the part of the republicans In 
the senate to choke off debate. 

Whiether they will do so or not before 
the time when the bill must be passed 
in order to become operative this year 
is yet unsettled. The efforts of the dem- 
ocrats in the house to delay the bill were 
promptly squelched by Speaker Myers 
amid scenes something like a verbal riot.

Valdosta, Ga., April 25.—(Special.)—A 
suit involving the ownership of a goodly 
sum was entered in the superior court 
yesterday. it is in the nature of a 
friehdly suit to settle a dispute of M. 
M. Smith, of Winter Park, Pia., and 
w. N. Harrell, of this city, as to the 
division of $26,000 commissions on the 
gale of a large body of Florida lands 
recently sold to western parties. The 
money is now on deposit ig the First 
national bank of this city, but the bank 
does not know to whom to pay the 
money. 

Mr. Smith closed a trade some time 
ago with a,Wisconsin firm for 44,000 
acres of timber lands belonging to the 
Winn-Ashley Land Company and the §. 
L. Varnedoe Land Company, and the 
money in dispute is the commission 
€arned on the sale. Mr. Harrell claims 
to have been a partner of Mr. Smith 
in the deal and to have secured the 
buyer for him. This contention, it is 
understood, is denied by Mr. Smith, who 
claims that he had no agreement of 
such nature with Mr. Harrell, and work- 
ed the sale up himself. 

The case will come up in the superior 
court here next month. 


DR.STAFFORD COMES TUESDAY 


Announcement of His Lecture Has 
Been t.eceived with 
Pleasure. 

It is doubtful if any announcement 
made by the Atlanta Lecture Associa- 
tion thig year has been received with 
as much pleasure as that of Dr. Staf- 
ford's address at the Grand next Tues- 
day evening on “Eloquence in Shakes- 

peare.”’ 

The statement that this brilliant speak- 
er has won golden tributes from the 
press everywhere is a platitude that faily 
to convey an dea of the very handsome 
and flatterng comments that have been 
made upon his discourses from the pulpit 
and on the platform. His power as an 
orator is unqueéstoned, and he is recog- 
nized as a deep thinker as well as a 
man of wonderful histrionic ability. His 
language, always beautiful and eloquent. 
is a fitting setting for the rare gems 
that he quotes from his beloved author, 
the greatest English poet the world has 
yet known. 

The fact that thig gifted speaker is 
to deliver an ‘address on a Shakespearean 
eloquence has aroused considerable inter- 
est, even among those who are not mem- 
bers of the very large lecture association, 
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New York, April %.—The recent choice 
of John H. Finley a8 president of the 
College of the City of New York brings. 
to mind the salient points in a career 
peculiarly typical. ‘ 

Dr. Finley—his old-time friends affec- 
tionately call him “Jolin”—is a product 
of the middle west. He is still a young 
man, but he has already lived on many. 
levels and his tendency has been con- 
stantly progressive. A good share of his 
energies has been devoted, in one way or 
another, to literary and editorial effort 
and the work of his pen-is well and fa- 
vorably known in the office of more than 
one of the important publication offices. 


It has been said in print that Dr. Fin- 
ley earned his way at Knox college, 
Galesburg, Ills., by working in a printing 
office, 

That is true, but he earned the money 
that carried him through the preparatory 
school by working on a farm. He passed 
one of the most important of his early 
examinations after working half a day 
“plowing out’’ turnips, and between the 
completion of his work in the field and 
the taking of the examination he walked 
several miles in a hot summer sun. This 
gives some notion of the man’s tireless 
energy. 


‘After John Finkey had finished his 
studies he came to this town and took 
executive charge of oné of the more im- 
portant charitable organizations. [I think 
it was the Society for Improving the Con- 
dition of the Poor; at all events, the or- 
ganization was more effective under his 
direction than it had ever been before 
and the nature of his whole life work 
seemed thus to be marked out. 

But it was at about that time that a 
well-known and rising publisher, who 
was personally much interested in Knox 
college, decided that Finley ought to be 
its president. This decision was tanta- 
mount to the acceptance of the proposi- 
tion both by the college and Mr. Finley. 
He took the place and was then the 
youngest college president in the world, 
and he filled his short term in the office 
to the highest satisfaction of all con- 
cerned, giving it up only because he was 
called to New York to assume impor- 
tant editorial duties. 


Dr. Finley, is only 40 now, and in the 
natural course of events he should rise 
to a very high place in the educational 
world. 

He is hearty and jovial as well as schol- 
arly, of fine physique and devoted to 
athletics—he played on the Johns Hopkins 
football team while taking his  post- 
graduate course at that university—and 
he is much interested in humanity, cur- 
rent events, “affairs’’ and politics, as he 
is in “the humanities’ and the love of 
books. He has traveled extensively and 
knows pretty nearly é¢verybody that is 
worth knowing. Dr. Finley is now pro- 
fessor of politics at Princeton, and he is 
the only man who has filled a similar 
chair. 

The recent proceedings at Albany have 
awakened new interest In the Hon, Jonn 
Raines, leader of the republican side of 
the state senate. Mr. Raines is en- 
erally understood to be the personal répre- 
sentative of United States Senator Platt, 
the avowed jeader, of his party in the 
state, some of whose plans have been 
disorganized by the recently revolting 
state senators. 

The Hon. John Raines is now the most 
prominent member of the. Raines family, 
which at one time was very strong in 
New York state politics. There were 
originally five Raines brothers—Thomas, 
John, George, William and Bugene. Eu- 
gene died when quite young, and was 
never in.gublic life; all the others have 
played rather prominent parts on the 
state political stage, though none of them 
has ever succeeded in cutting much of a 
figure in national politics. 


Thus the e!dest of the brothers, Thomas, 
was a high state official—treasurer, I be- 
lieve—twenty-five years ago. At the same 
time William, the fourth brother, went 
into banking as well as politics. 

Thomas and John and William were 
and are republicans, but George, the third 
brother. chose the democratic side. He 
and Thomas and William. settled in 
Rochester, and finally adopted the law 
as their profession, while John becaine 
an insurance man and dwelt in Canan- 
daigua. 

At Rochester, where he divided’ the 
Gaemocratic leadership with William Pur- 
cell, editor of The Union and Advertiser, 
George easily dominated and was sent 
repeatedly to the state senate, though 
the city and its vicinity were normaily 
republican. For years his course was 
constantly onward and al) the signs were 
that he would become a uational figure. 


Then came the rise of Grover Cleve- 
land. He first became mayor of Buffalo, 
then governor of the state, and then was 
talked of as candidate for the presidency. 
For some reason Purcell was against 
Cleveland, while George Raines favored 
him. It seemed necessary to Cleveland's 
success that the Rochester delegation 
should be for him and George ‘Raines 
undertock to “deliver the goods.’’ 

This was no easy task, for the anti- 
Cleveland men had at least as strong a 
hold on the democratic party as - had 
Raines. The outcome Was a double con- 
vention. held in the city hall. At one 
end George Raines acted as. chairman, 
with his followers facing him. At the 
other end a man named Rowley, the 
local county judge, acted as chairman 
with the anti-Cleveland men facing him. 
Pandemonium reigned. The contusion 
was indescribable. No one could hear 
enything but a conglomerate volume of 
inarticulate noise. 

After a while the half deafened. report- 
€rs were handed slips of paper by tne 
rival chairmen, bearing the names of the 
men selected delegates by each faction 
to the state convention. Ultimately it 
was found that Cleveland's nomination 
would go through without the help of the 
Raines Rochester delegation and it was 
thrown out. 

So was George Raines, and though he 
has been locally prominent in the law 
ever since, he cuts jittle figure in_ politics 
in these latter days. When he was figat- 
ing the Cleveland battle in western New 
York he was anti-Tammany, of couse, 
but since his. political eclipse on_account 
of Mr. Cleveland, Tammany has _ tre- 
quently made overtures to him for his 
removal to New York. where he has re- 
peated!y been promised prominence and 
constant preferment. 

But he has always refused these over- 


tures, saying that he has had his polit- 
jeal fling and is quite satisfied to have 
his political career considered closed. 
Thomas Raines, who was so strong in the 
republican party a quarter of a century 
ago, like, George, is now practicing law in 
Rochester. , William is living in New 
York and in some way has political con- 
nections, but he ‘holds no public office and 
his name ig rarely seen in the public 
printe. | 

The thing that gave John Raines a na- 
tional reputation was the excise law 
which bears his name, and has attached 
the name also to some thousands of 
hotels in the city and state of New York. 
Years ago he was sent to congress from 
Canandaigua, but he has always seemed 
to prefer state prominence to the middie 
class national career and he left Wash- 
ington for Albany after a term or two. 

In the state machine his progress has 
heen steady and his excise law has always 


ure by Mr. Platt, inasmuch 4s it returned 
a big revenue to the state and made it 
possible to serve drinks on Sunday with 
a sandwich meal. Of course, there are 
some who have never approved this law, 
but it appears to be on the statute books 
to stay. In fact, there are indications that 
the democrats would retain it, practical- 
iy, were they to come into power, though 
they fought it tooth and nail when it was 
up for passage. 


This law was a boon to the farmers in 
the dairy regions. For a while, just be- 
fore it became a law, the serving of free 
lunches with drinks was illegal and this 
cut off New York’S demand for cheese 
enormously, to the great damage of the 
dairy farmers’ pockets. The Raines law, 
however, revived the big city’s demand 
and ever since then the dairy farmers 
have been content. 


Close readers of the dispatches will re- 
member, no doubt, that not long 4g0, 
when the price of licenses in New York 
was raised, the city saloon keepers an- 
‘nounced that they should suspend free 
lunch counters again. Thus they would 
cut off, once more, a big source of rev- 
enue to the cheese makers, because it 
was by the votes of their representatives 
in the legislature largely that the high 
license law was raised. This would have 
been a body blow to the dairymen, but 
they were never much bothered by the 
threat, since they felt sure that the pat- 
rong of the saloons would not put up with 
it. It turned out that way; after a few 
days of loud talk the saloon keepers an- 
rounced that they would continue to serve 


free lunch and everybody -was happy 
again. : 


There have been times before now when 
the police of New York have been un- 
easy, but there has never been such ab- 
' solute terror among the members of the 
force as now. Said a police captain of 
good standing, who has never been even 


a few days ago: 

“We used to say of Commissioner Par- 
tridge that if you were to stick a knife 
in him he would bleed ice water, but no- 
bedy dares, even in fun, to suggest that a 
knife could be stuck into General Greene, 
the présent commissioner, at all. Why, 
man, this man Greene is the cold blood- 
edest chap that ever sat in a police com- 
missioners’ chair anywhere. He proposes 
to hit every head he gees, and he has got 
us all, sure. 

“It’s absolutely impossible to enforce 
all the restrictive laws literally in this 
big city, no matter how hard you try, 
but Greene proposes to break any man 
who doesn't close up every suspicious 
joint of every sort, in his precinct. The 
days of Parkhurst, which were the worst 
We have ever known before, were as noth- 
ing to these days, and I, for one, have 
about made up my mind to resign pretty 
soon and draw my pension.” 

There is some reason, beside the fear 
of General Greene's severity, for the po- 
lice of New York to be disgusted. It is 
possible that Tammany may win at the 
next election, and it stands to reason 
that such police captains as support Gen- 
eral Greene too loyally may have to reck- 
on with his successor should he have a 
more ‘‘liberal’’ course toward the gam- 
blers and others than the general's. 

Close, students of the police mind, how- 
ever, do not think the police are looking 
far enough ahead to be worried about 
Greene’s successor. They say the police 
are so “scared of Greene” that they think 
only of him and the vengeance he may 
be moved to wreak upon them who, pur- 
posely, through carelessness or sheer in- 
ability, fails to close up any “joint” what- 
ever over which he has supervision. 

Meanwhile, the town is beginning to 
get ready in earnest for next fall’s politi- 
cal fight. 

The Low men profess to be confident. 
The Tammany men profess equal con- 
fidence and probably are more sincere 
than their opponents in their professions. 
But the Tammany men are mightly puz- 
zled. They think they can elect the next 
mayor, but they don’t know whédm to 
nominate.

has said that he is the man for the fu- 
sionists to nominate, and hasn't given any 
Signs that he is likely to desert the fu- 
sion cause. There are also Mr. Grout, the 
serving fusion controller; Mr. Shepard, 
who ran against Low and was défeated. 
and Mr. Coler, who ran against the re- 
publican, Odell, for governor, and was 
also defeated. Probably Mr. Grout would 
not be acceptable to Tammany’s rank and 
file, even if named, and the other two. 
en are not considered even availa- 

e. 

But Tammany’s greatest puzzle is fur- 
nished by the new boroughs, especially 
the Bronx. where Borough President Hatf- 
fen, a democrat, has built up a big ma- 
chine of his own. Will he come in and 
be guided by Tammany, or will he insist 
on the nomipation for himself or a Bronx 
man? And, should he do s0, can he or 
his men command the loyal support of 
Tammany men in Manhattan, without 
which election would be very hard, in- 
deed?

Savannah Fress: “Should a young man 
from the country seek a city career” 
rhe boston Globe asks the old, old ques- 
tion, discusses it at length, and reaches 
the conclusion that “it depends on the 
boy himself in each individual instance.”’ 
And that. indeed. is the sum and sub- 
stance of it. There are boys and boy2 
‘mn the country. Some of them would 
never amount to anything anywhere. 
They would not know an opportunity if 
they were to see it. and would not be 
able to take advantage of it if they were 
io recognize it. And then there are other 
country beys who will get ahead, any- 
how, whether their lots are cast in tne 
city or the country. 

Meanwhile, it may be observed that 
it will be a bad day for the city when 
the country boys cease to come to it. 
They bring energy, health. enthusiasm 
and the capacity: for work with them. 
They bring simple and strong ideas of 
right and wrong with them, and it may 
be asserted without fear of succeseful 
contradiction that the average country 
boy who comes to the city is pretty well 
grounded in a correct code of moral 
ethics. He knows what right is. and it 
is his wish and endeavor to do right. He 
is not afraid of work. He knows nothing 
of the “city by olectric light,"" and cares 
very little about it. He has a purpose in 
view, and he strives energetically to 
achieve it. In too many instances the city 
boy 1s taken up with social engagements, 
a consideration of the eut of his coat, the 
crease of his trousers or the shade of his 
cloves. The country boy endeavors to 
keep his face and his conscience clean, 
and his hands and brain busy, and pays 
minor attention to details of dress 

Some of the most activa and brainy 
business and professional men in the cities 
came direct from the farms, without 
capital save healthy minds and stomachs 
und strong ambition. Being eager and 
able, they have worked their way to the 
top. And yet the fact must not be lost sight 
of that all country boys who go to the 
vity do not succeed. Some of the poorest 
of the poor in the city are from the coun- 
iry. In the slums will be found thoge 
who abandoned farm life under the im- 
pression that a mere move into the city 
would mean good living if not wealth and 
ease. Such’ persons would not succeed 
anywhere. They have not tha capacity 
for success. And that brings us around 
again to The Globe’s conclusion: “It de-

May 
the rewards of their merit never Be less!

“No, I am not telling you ‘snake’ or 
‘fish’ stories,’’ said Mrs. Yorston when 
at a luncheon given in her honor this 
week the ladies of the party were in- 
credulous and accused her of drawing on 
her imagination. “It was a beautiful eve- 
ring and my bungalow was thrown 
open in entertainment of the Fourth Bom- 
bay cavalry.

She had had a 
great deal of trouble with the nocturnal 
visits of the monkeys to the roof of her 
bungalow, and their climbing and peér- 
ing in at the screen work of her win- 
dows, and she had dared on Several 0oc- 
casions to shoot at them. This enraged 
the animal kingdom, as well as the more 
superstitious @lement of the natives, ‘who 
regard the monkey in a degree as sa- 
cred and who firmly believe that the 
‘fakirs’ have an influence over them. 

“Not long after the baroness had proven 
herself a good shot, her afternoon nap 
was disturbed by an incessant chattering 
and a clamoring noise, without her bunga- 
low. Going to the window she was 
startled to see a huge rajah monkey 
seated in an arm chair, while around 
him were dozens of smaller monkeys, 
who appeared to be in ‘council assem- 
bled.’ ”’ 

It was here that Mrs. Yortson was dn- 
terrupted by her incredulous friends, but 
she bravely stuck to her story and ex- 
plained that the baroness did not know at 
the time that she should flatter the 
fakir who lived near by and who 
claimed an influence over the monkeys— 
an influence that would keep them from 


\infesting the bungalow of the foreigners. 


These “fakirs” are a kind of native 
priest, she explained, who in their close 
touch with the wilds of India and their

Before enter- 
ing the Red sea one’s first peep into the 
Oriental life, the chant of these savage 
regroes as they coal the vessels, has 
the same rhythm and melodious cadences 
as the hymns of our own negroes, which 
we hear from their churches, One he- 
gins to feel the heat at Port Said, and 
the dead quiet of life which marks the 
Orient. Stopping at Malta, one has a 
different aspect of civilization, a mixture 
of French and English, with a’ huge na- 
tive element. The town is replete with 
monuments and trophies relating to the 
crusades. The museum there, with its 
fighting records and relics, is a perfect 
mine of interest to the student of hfs- 
tory. At Aiden, at the other end of the 
Red sea, one finds again an English 
colony of military life, The last stop is 
Bombay, with its beautiful harbor and 
the yacht club situated in the bay, where 
the official life congregates in the after- 
noon, and where one sips tea before a 
beautiful panorama of ships on a quiet 
sea under an Oriental sunset. A band 
plays in the distance, and the ladies in 


| the sheerest of toilets promenade on the 


lawn, the gay and frivolous latest at- 
tache probably having arranged a trip 
to England, and rejoicing in good com- 
pany, indifferent to the poor husband 
left sweltering in the plains for the sum- 
mer; the serious-minded woman going 
home to place her children in school, or 
with her husband taking a year’s leave, 
and the martyred woman who, having 
decided to remain in the plains all sum- 
mer, runs down to Bombay for a change 
of scene and air before retiring to the 
ounkahs and chatties for the days and 
the open air at night. Ounkahs are high 
fans pulled by the natives. Chatties are 
screens made of sweet smelling grasses 
which cover the doors and windows. They 
are at intervals drenched with water, 
which Causes evaporation and cools the 
rooms.”’ 

“Tell us about your life at the station,” 
Mrs. Yorston was urged, and like a fairy 
tale it all sounded. 

“The Indian life in a military station 
is practically the same wherever one 
goes,’ she explained. 

“The bungalow has lofty, large rooms 
and a slanting tiled roof, colored painted 
walls and many doors and windows, with . 
seft, flowing curtains, the wide veran- 
das and long easy chairs, while the ser- 
vants’ houses in the distance are much 
like those, I imagine, of our own slavery 
tifhes, and with the naked little natives 
chattering outside. One has always the 
families of the servants on the place, 
which admits of each horse even being 
attended with his syce or groom, The 
servants are interesting as types. My 
husband’s old butler, who has been with 
him for years and through sevéral cam- 
paigns, looks very much like pictures of 
Abraham Lincoln. with long, angular fig- 
ure and most dignified bearing—a long, 
gray beard, a commanding presence, spot- 
less white coat, trousers and turban and 
a salaam ever ready to receive éach or- 
der. The little ayah, or “maid,” is very 
important with the tinkle-tinkle of her 
many bracelets and anklets, rings in her 
toes and in her nose with turquoise set- 
ting.. She is graceful, refined, modest 
and quiet, and perfect in her femme de 
chambre capacities. The watchman is 
another character. a man descended from 
generations of ihieves, 


among the natives. If one doesn’t em- 
ploy a watchman nothing is safe, but 
with one the doors stand open all night 
ieng, and one sleeps to the accompani- 
ment of groans, yells and calls which 
the watchman continually gives vent to 
to assure the sleeping inmates that he

“The heat drives.is to the hills, and 
We start, leaving the intense heat of 
the plains, with its dry, hot winds, never 
céasing, to go té6 Simla—the mecca of 
211 military and civil life, Delhi is’ one 
of the stops on the way. Here is the 
mosque in all its grandeur of architec- 
ture and its wonderfully carved altars, 
with the thousands of Mohammedans on 
their prayer rugs, praying tto the setting 
sun, and in the midst of the myriads and 
myriads of natives, who like so many 
flles walk over the history-marked face 
of the most wicked and vicious city in 
the svorld. The mosque gives dignity 
and the towers, gates and monuments 
mark age upon age of Wistorical events 
which have shaken the world. 

“Simla is unique, situated 9,000 feet 
above sea level among the snow-elad 
Himalayas, with a panorama of moun- 
tains more beautiful, in a way, than 
Switgzériand, because of the wide ex- 
panse and distance. A Simla season is 
something like a London season, With the 
additional attractions and luxury of the 
Oriental combination. It is the seat of 
government for thé summer. One meets 
the leading spirits of India there. Thé 
viceroy and his wife are the central pivot 
upon which all society turns, and one 
does enjoy the’ intimate contact with 
those whose brains and capacities have 
lifyed them through years of heat, of 
exile, campaigns and perseverance of 
duty to the Higher places in the govern- 
mént. Thé etiquette is that of the court 
in England, the viceroy taking the place 
of the king. The beautiful Lady Curzon 
is much beloved, Lord Curzon, with his 
admiration ard friendship for American 
; Women, was. my. staunch ally and friend, 
and ‘made the season all the more at- 
‘tractive to mé by his thoughtful atten- 
‘tions which a man in his position could 
show to the Americas woman.”’

returns, $40,000,000 to $50,000,000, and the 
nét say a third of that amount, or $15,- 
000,000. This will permit a possible 1 to 3 
per cent increase in dividends for the lead- 
ing companies, notably Burlington, St. 
Paul, Northwestern, Missouri Pacific and 
Atchison. What it means is clear when 
it is stated that last year’s crops were 
bountiful, the corn crop being enormous, 
and some of these companies earned 10 
to 15 per cent on their outstanding siock. 
It is manifest, therefore, that the out- 
look for increase in dividends by some 
of them is good, where they have not 
recentiy made liberal advances. Among 
those which may reasonably be expected 
to be heard from if all goes well, accord- 
ing to competent authorities, are Mis- 
souri Pacific, Atchison, Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific, to say nothing of com- 
panies in the south and northwest; which 
will be’ benefited by crops and by other 
industries, + ais 

In the south Louisville and Nashville 
is scheduled for an increase from 5 to 6 
per cent, which it is well able to pay, 
and also because the Atlantic Coast Line 
does not receive enough from the 5 per 
cent dividends to make its investment in 
Louisville stock self-sustaining. In the 
northwest the Northern Securities subsid- 
lary mompanies—Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific—will assuredly be heard 
from in the matter of increased divi- 
dends. There.is a plaw® on foot to make 
Northern Securities shares more attract- 
ive, regardless‘ of the ‘pending action of 
the courts. St. Paul and Northwestern 
are not likely to increase their dividends 
as they recently did so, and it is not their 
policy to distribute all they earn. 


The remarkable ease which the money 
market developed has caused genuine 
surprise in Wall street, after people had 
been told that time money would con- 
tinue firm until the end of the year, with 
little obtainable below 5 1-2 to 6 per cent. 
This week stock brokers were offered all 
they wanted on mixed collateral at 4 1-2 
per cent. The offerings were so abun- 
dant that they became suspicious and 
inquired what it all meant. it was sup- 
posed the interior would have such an 
active demand in all lines of business that 
New York. would be called upon to send 
funds in many different directions and 
would have hard work to keep up its 
Surplus reserves. Conditions have béen 
completely recovered and money is flow- 
ing this way in quite a large stream. Had 
there been a full understanding between 
the interior and New York banks that 
the former should hurry funds this way, 
to be used in stock market speculation, 
they could not have done any better. 

There are several reasons for the p2- 
culiar ease of time money. The princi- 
ple ones are’ these: After the spring 
tush, business undoubtedly slackens up a 
little all over the country—at any rate 
tess money is needed, partly because re- 
ceipts are pouring in as a result of the 
movement of the retail trade. Again, so 
far-as New York is concerned, loans on 
stocks have undergone a change. Brok- 
ers are borrowing less money on time than 
ever before, being content to get along 
with call funds. The experience of Jan-

in caSe of trouble, proved that there is no 
néeq of worrying if everybody will remain 
composed and not try to get all of the 
money in sight, as used to be the prac- 
tice. Wall street got over January 1 
without a tremor. Brokers now think 
they can apply the same principle during 
the next three months, particularly as the 
stock market is apt to be dull in muid- 
summer, and if they made large time 
loans at a high rate now, they might find 
they would not need half of it a little 
later. The result is that time money 
is going begging and bankers are “‘offer- 
ing it down’ for what it will bring. But 
curiously enough, bankers do not allow 
to extend beyond 
September 1, the period when Stringent 
rates will begin, because of the demands. 
for crop moving purposes. Probably little 
or nothing could be obtained by brokers 
extending into October except at stiff 
rates. The only object of broners In mak- 
ing time loans at all is to provide against 
possible stringency. Therefore, they have 
concluded not to borrow any trouble about 
the summer, and they will face the crop 
moving troubles when they come. Un- 
less adverse factors develop, the result 
of easy money will be to stimulate higher 
prices for stocks. should crop conditions 
continue as favorable as they are tpy- 
day.

Chicago, April 2%.—The trade in the 
wheat pit during the past week has con- 
tinued interesting.

‘Metropolitan Street railway itself 
dropped 3 points, Metropolitan Securities 
and the other local tractions a point or 
more in sympathy. The market was 
mostly a waiting one until the appear- 
ance of the bank statemefit, which was 
regarded as favorabie, aithough the casn 
increase of 34,682,200 contributed to raise 


the surplus rising from $4,97:,825 to $10,9%5,- 
4:5. AS tnere has been considerable lhqui- 
dation during the week of local obliga- 
tions to foreign tenders, which probably 
involved reborrowing from the  locai 
banks the loan decrease gains additional 
signiticance.

Comment on Bank Statement. 


New York, April 25.—The New York 
Financier this week says: 

“One feature of the official statement 
of the New York associated banks last 
week Was a decrease of $4,582,200 instead 
of a gain in Jjoans, the latter having 
been looked for as the result: of more 
liberal offerings of money by the chief 
leading institutes thgs week. This loss, 
however, May have bvren a refiection 
of the previous week’s business, when 
there was large liquidation of specula- 
tive accounts: on the stock exchange, 
while conirary to expectations, the of- 
ficia] statement of the banks that week 
Showed an important increase in loans. 
The banks gained $5,506,100 in cash, of 
which $3,302,00 consisted of specie. This 
gain was smalier by $625,300 than that 
which was estimated from tBe traceable 
movements of money during the week. 
The discrepancy may be accounted for in 
great part, however, by the average 
system of the banks. The average gain 
for the fortnight as shown by the of- 
ficial statement was $4,168,600, while the 
average of the estimates for this pe- 
riod was $6,715,200. Deposits increased 
$313,100, which is only a little below the 
difference between the cash and the 
loss in loans; therefore, the statement 
was harmonious. Tee required reserve 
was increased $78,275, which sufm deduct- 
ed from the increase in cash leaves $4,- 
977,825 as the incréase in surplus reserve. 
This time now’ is $10,985,475. Calculated 
on the basis of deposits, less those of $37,- 
283.900 of the government, the surplus 
reserve is $20,306,275. Circulation showed 
the small increase of $43,000, but even this 
light gain is noteworthy for this period 
of the year, when usualy there is a 
large reduction of circulation. The aver- 
age daily clearings of the banks last 
week were $218,000,000 against $242,000,000 
in the previous week. This reduction 
was due to the fact that the stock ex- 
change was closed on Wednesday, Among 
the notable changes in the item of loans 
was the increase of $6,500,000 by the Mer- 
cantile, caused by tbe absorption of the 
Broadway, this merger becoming effec- 
tive on Wednesday. Three of the large 
banks lost $4,900,000 of loans. The im- 
portant gains in specie were very nearly 
offset by losses, indicating that the in- 
crease in cash shown by the statement 
was well distributed. Compared with a 
year ago the surplus now is a little 
greater, and judging from the move- 
ments of money now in progress, there 
is good reason for expecting that the 
surplus will gradually increase, the gain 
becoming a little more important after 
the middie of May. The indications, 
therefore, seem to point to easy mone- 
tary conditions for the remainder of tha 
spring at least.”

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


New York. April 25.—Prices have moved 
in a halting and inconclusive manner in 
the stock market this week, although the 
level was at one time considerably above 
that of last Saturday. The granting of 
a. stay by the circuit court at St. Paul 
of that portion of the judgment against 
the Northern Securities Company which 
enjoined. the payment to it of dividends 
by the constituent companies was a sur- 
prise to the speculative element in Wall 
street. The result was to prolong the 
upward movement which was begun on 
the day after the demoralized trading 
induced by the original judgment. This 
upward movement has been clearly rec- 
ognized as a technical delay in the pro- 
gressive depression on the decline. The 
real test of such a market is looked 
for after the covering operations by bear 
traders are completed. A violent slump 
in prices invariably invites large sales 
for the short account and also consider- 
able unloading for the long account with 
the purpose of recovering the stocks at } 
There has been 
a speculative party in the market which 
has embarked in operations for the iong 
account since the decline on the assump- 
tion that the unfavorable factors involved 
in the Northern Securities decision were 

uately discounted by the spasmodic 
po Se immediately after its announce- 
ment. This party has argued also that 
requisite licuidation for the future secu- 
rity of the money market was affected 
at the same time. The immediate con- 
dition of the money market has come to 
be so easy as to facilitate the operations 
for an advance. As a matter of fact

the large undigested mass of 

which is the real burden of the market. 
It is also evident that the easier condi- 
tion of money has relieved the necessity 
of liquidation of stocks which 

upon the market for a time without re- 
gerd to the level of prices. 

There was some evidence of investment 
buying of stocks at the reeent low level, 
hut it seems evident that sélling orders 
overhang the market. which are reached 
on any considerable advance. The tide 
of travel away from Wall street on the 
part of some of the powerful. personages 
in finance serves as a discouraging in- 
fluence unon those who look to such 
quarters for leadership in buying move- 
ments. There can be no doubt that an 
important factor in causing hesitation 
is the ulterior possibility of the applica- 
tion of the principles of the Northern 
Securities decision at large. The great- 
est interest is manifested in everything 
going to show the plans of the legal! de- 
partment of the government in the fur- 
ther prosecution of the provisions of the 
anti-trust law. The opening of a hear- 
ing by the interstate. commission of 
charges suppressing of competition by 
the anthracite ceal roads has been inter- 
preted by Wall street as an intimation 
that the coal roads would be the next ob- 
ject of procedure by the governmnet. 
The special heaviness shown in that de- 
partment of the stock list has been due 
to that cause. The present decided relaxa- 
tion of the money market, due to the 
customary reflux of funds to the reserve 
centers between seasons, does not ob- 
scure the issue of the autumn require- 
ments for money and the inevitable ef- 
fect of shrinking bank reserves upon 
stocks. The returns tothe comptroller of 
the currency under the recent call for 
condition of national banks of April 9 
are scanned with eager interest for indi- 
cations of the banking situation in the 
country at large. So far as received 
these returns show an average tendency 
for the country throughout toward 4 
lower percentage of reserve to deposits 
than was the case either on February 6, 
the date of the last call, or on April 30 
last year, fhe nearest corresponding date 
to the present call. The financing of the 
Panama canal purchase is still an unde- 
termined problem in its effect upon the 
money and foreign exchange markets. 
The excellent reports vt the winter wheat 
crop, good reports of railroad earnings 
and reports from al] quarters of active 
and healthy business conditions have not 
been unconsidered, but have not sufficed 
to carry prices of stock upward. The 
decision of the interestate commerce com- 
mission against th reasonableness of 
-present rates from Chicago to New York, 
touches speculative sentiment sharply, 
owing to the importance attached to 
advanced rates for offsetting the increased 
cost of operating expenses. 

Bonds have fared rather better than 
stocks in spite of a dull market. Some 
buying of. bond issues. and of 4 per cent 
railroad bonds selling below par has been 
noticed.

market such as has existed since the be- 
ginning of the year, it is an acknow!l- 
edged fact that many large traders, some 
of whom are properly regarded as iead- 
efs in Wall street, have reversed their 
positions and are now predicting a high- 
er range of prices. It is but natural that 
the establishment of the recent low fig- 
ures for our leading securities during a 
period of acknowledged commercial pros- 
perity should attract buyers who recog- 
nize bargains when they see them. It Is 
also unreasonable fo presume that the 
“bear'’ tors who were largely re- 
sponsible for the decline in values and 
who were aided by unfavorable develop- 
ments of what might be termed a “tran- 
sient” character, will attempt to press 
their advantage. 

“To have attempted to continue the 
downward movement below the prices es- 
tablished by the unexpected decision in 
the Northern Securities case would have 
been impossible. Their Wail street expe- 
rience taught them that a reaction almost 
invariably follows a sharp decline, such 
as that of two weeks ago, hence the re- 
cent upward tendency may be attributed 
in large measure to short covering. 

“The permission granted by Judge San- 
born, of the United States circuit court, 
to the Northern Securities Company to 
receive dividends from the Great North- 
ern and Northern Pacific railroads in May 
was generall accepted as an indication of 
leniency on the part of the courts to the 
corporation whose existence is threatened, 
While a minor victory has been gained 
by the Northern Securities Company by 
the granting of their petition, the legal 
status of the company remains unchanged 
pending the decision of the supreme court, 
aud the permission to pay dividends will 
have no effect on the main point at 
issue, 

“Attention is again reverted to thé mon- 
etary situation, which is materially im- 
proved. The present low rates, however, 
should not ve accepted as a guide to the 
future of the money marke3, for the next’ 
few months are likely to tax the resources 
of the banks to a point where high money 
will prevail. Consideration must be given 
to the fact that the Panama canal pay- 
ment, the establishment of local trust 
company reserves, and the Steel Corpora- 
tion’s stock conversion will occur in the 
early summer months. These requirements 
will come at a time when the resources 
of financial institutions are about to be 
taxed to their limit by the demands for 
crop moving purposes. It is, therefore, 
well to discover to what extent the banks 
have fortified themselves against this 
draft. P 

“April has fulfilled the expectations 
based on the precedents of former years; 
the month”™so far has resulted in New 
York’s financial institutions making a 
greater gain than usual in currency sup-. 
plies. It is probabie that May also will 
be a period of increasing reserves, and 
that at the end of the month the banks 
will be better fortified to meet the extra- 
ordinary requirements of the coming sum- 
mer. In May last year the receipts from 
outside markets were $3,500,000. in June 
they were §9,50v,000... New York banxs, 
therefore received from other cities abou: 
$15,300,000 during these two months, this, 
of courses, excluding receipts trom the 
treasury. in the two jast weekg of April, 
1901, $1,100,w0 came in from out of town, 
in May, $13,000,000; in June, $7,000,000—a to- 
tal of $21,100,000. ‘hese figures would indl- 
cate a material increase in cash resources 
from the present until the early summer, 
but whether the gain will be sufficient tu 
meet the disbursements’ that will ther 
vecur will depend largely upon the man- 
ner in which the treasury will decide to 
make the Panama payment. f 

‘Belief is held, in many quarters that 
the treasury will pay the Panama indim- 
nity out-of its cash balance, not disturb- 
ing the depository banks. Yet the fact 
Yemains that the government's cash bal- 
ance increases very slowly, and unless 
this batance is materially strengthened by 
Juiy the depositories will probabiy be 
catied upon to assist the government Mm 
making the payment.

WAR WAS MADE 


Young George Nutting Had 
Exciting Experience with 
Negro Footpads, 


By E. C. Bruffey. 

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., April 2%.—(Special.)—Marked 
for life, George Nutting, 18 years of age, 
son of Station Housekeeper Nutting, of 
the police force, emerged from a desper- 
nite battle this morning with two daring 
negro footpads, each a few years his 
senior. 

On a centrag street he 
by cwo negro youths who 
his knife. Nutting then ran. 

The negroes gave hot chase and young 
Nutting glanced over his shoulder to 
measure his chance to escape. Just at 
that instant he threw himself with all 
his force and enhanced by the momen- 
tum against a barbed wire fence stretched 
alongside the track at that point. ° 

The force of the impact was sufficient 
to throw him from his feet, but as he 
fell his face came in contact with the 
blades upon the wire fencing and four 
or five horrible wounds were the result. 
In the meantime calls for help had come 
from the observers of the fight and the 
race, and that, together with the sight 
of streams of blood gushing profusely 
from the lad’s face, frightened the ne- 
groes, who took to their heels and niade 
good their escape. Faint from the loss 
of blood, young Nutting made his way 
home, where he sank almost helpless in 
the arms of his mother. 

Telephone alarms were sent in and wire 
calls were made for physicians. Dr. Gib- 
son responded to the call for surgical 
aid, while a half dozen policemen and 
detectives’ began scouring that section 
of the city for the young négro outlaws.

As a result of the agitation ie by 
owell to the sinking fund ques- 
tion it is probable that the amount of 
money to be spent by council next year 
in public improvements will be larger 
than the amount the department had for 
the same purpose this year. 

Alderman Inman, chairman of the 
finance committee of council, will prob- 
ably present an ordinance that will make 
a change in the present sinking fund 
methods. He is expected to present this 
measure during the next session of coun- 
cil. 

This year the finance committee was 
forced to put $87,000 in the sinking fund, 
and that amount. it is believed, is more 
than is necessary. The ordinance of Al- 
derman Inman will seek to correct this. 

As is wel] known, the city gives to the 
sinking fund commission each year not 
only one-thirtieth of the entire bonded 
indebtedness of the municipality, but also 
pays to the commission the interest upon 
bonds that have already been redeemed. 
Each year the amount of interest taken 
care ot by the sinking fund commission 
is-compounded, and because of this it is 
believed that mucf -more money than 
is necessary will be ig the hands of the 
commission when it pays the last of the 
city’s outstanding bonds, 

An explanation of the manner in which 
the sinking fund commission operates 
is probably necessary in order to have 
the point fully understood. The sinking 
fund commission is paid by the city each 


year one-thirtieth of the outstanding 


bonds, all of which rug: for thirty years, 
Each year the sinking fund commission 
spends the amount iof, money given it 
in buying bonds that have been: issued 
by the city. The’ city now pays interest 
on the bonds that hawe beén bought up, 
and thus the sinking fund. commission 
receives mta#h more money than the law 
provides must be given it, 

The object of the ordinance that will 
be introduced by Alderman Inman is to 
relieve the city from paying interest to 
the sinking fund eommission upon bonds 
that have been bought by the commis- 
sion for the municipality.

Feared That Russia’s Retention of Manchuria Will 
Be Signal for Other Powers To Grab Territory. 
United States Will Make a Protest.

Special Cable. 

St. Petersburg, April 23 (Via London, 
April 25.)--It has been known here for 
geyeral days past that the Russian gov- 
ernment is contemplating a diplomatic 
move at Pekin calculated to arouse the 
indignation of Japan, Great Britain and 
the United States. This move is ‘n- 
tended to legalize what is already, a 
practical occupation of Manchuria. That 
Russia is disposed to back up its diplo- 
matic move by force of arms is indicated 
by the presence of General Kouropatkin, 
the minister of war, in the Far East. 
Kouropatkin has reorganized the Rus- 
gian military staff in that quarter, plac- 
ing it under the rule of Commander in 
Chief Subbotitch, one of the ablest of 
Russian fighting generals of the Skobeleff 
and Kouropatkin school. 

Troops of colonists have poured inces- 
gantly into Manchuria since the opening 
of the trans-Siberian railway, the prep- 


| erations leaving no doubt of the gov- 


ernment’s purpose to link the Baltic 
with the Pacific by carrying the trans- 
Siberian system to Port Arthur. Rus- 
gia's startling proposal may be taken as 
a measure that has arisen out of the 
feeling against Great Britain, which is 
opposing Muscovite expansion wherever 
the two countries meet. That feeling 
almost reached boiling point when it 
became apparent that Downing street 
was interested in the Bagdad railway 
only because Russia might be dropped 
the moment {ft was discovered that for 
the time being there was no danger that 
the line would be constructed. 
United States Will Protest. 
Washington, April 25.—Secretary Hay 
. has heard from the president on the 
Manchurian matter and is now in a posi- 
tion to act. Indeed, he has already taken 
the first step, although for obvious rea- 
sons, it is not deemed well to indicate its 
nature. But the broad statement is made 
that the department of state is doing 


what it regards as necessary to meet 
the issue. 


It is made quite plain, however, to 
avoid a misunderstanding of dispatches 
from foreign capitals referring to the 
United States, that this government wil) 
join in no general protest against Rus- 
sia’s action. The state department policy 
is SO Clearly defined in such matters that 
the officials assume that it is under- 
Stood that whatever action the United 
States takes will be individual. This may 
run parailel to the actions of other pow- 
ers similarly-interested, but there will b2 
no entangling alliance between the United 
States and those powers. It is said by the 
representatives of the powers that Great 
Britain and Japan will act in harmony 
with the United States in the latter's de 
mand upon China, not to yield to the 


- latest Russian demand. 


The Russian government, it is said, in 
diplomatic circles, justifies her course in 
Manchuria on the ground that Manchuria 
is embraced within her sphere of influence 
in China and contends that it is wholly 
within her right to impose certain condi- 
tions before withdrawing from that terri- 
tory in order to safeguard her interests 
there. There is no apprehension among 
the representatives of the powers that 
Manchurian affairs will lead to anything 
beyond diplomatic exchange. 


Manchuria Lost to China. 

The Japanese minister, Mr. Takahira, 
and Baron von Sternbur@, the German 
minister, called upon Secretary Hay to- 
day and it is believed the Manchurian 
question was discussed. A protest must be 
directed, not to Russia, but to China, who 
will be warned that the nations which 
sign the protest will not look with favor 
upon any action by China that will alien- 
ate Chinese territory or will confer special 
advantages upon a nation (meaning Rus- 
sia) over others. 

It begins to appear that Manchuria is 
hopelessly lost to China and the best that 
can be done now is to save as much as 
possible from the wreck and, therefore, 
the effort will probably be made to pro- 
cure from Russia a binding promise that 
the powers will not be entirely deprived 
of the right to exploit Manchuria com- 
mercially.

Fearful Slaughter of the Mad Mullah’s Men by British 
Force Operating in Somaliland--Losses of the 
British Are Not Known. 


Aden, Arabia, April 2.—Brigadier Gen- 
eral Manning, after an engagement with 
the Mad Mullah’s forces, has relieved 
Colonel Cobbe, near Gumburru, Somali- 
land, 45 miles westward of Galadi. 

About 2,000 of the Mullah’s men were 
killed. 

The British loss is not known. 

A few details obtainable of the dis- 
Plunkett’s detachment 
April 27 show the mullah’s forces con- 
sisted of 2,000 horsemen and 10,000 spear- 
men. They surrounded Colone! Plunkett’s 
force in the open and the Somalis, after 
a heavy rifle fire, charged repeatedly with

The British detachment held out until 
its ammunition was exhausted and then 
charged with the bayonet, but it was ul- 
timately overwhelmed by weight of nuin- 
ters.

A REPORT MADE 


Places a Receiver in Custody 
of the Sheriff Until 
Obeyed. 


W. A. Mathews, receiver of the Wash- 
ington Loan and Investment Company, 
was taken into custody yesterday morn- 
ing by Deputy Sheriff A. J. Shropshire, on 
an order from Judge J. H. Lumpkin, of 
the superior court, for failure to comply 
with a previous order of the court di- 
re¢ting him to make a sworn report of his 
conduct as receiver.

Judge Lumpkin. to the custody of the 
sheriff untif®he obeys the order of the 
court apd makes the required report. 

Mr. Mathews is now a resident of New 
York and is in Atlanta in attendance on 
fhe present session of the criminal su- 
perior court. The petition which resulted 
in his arrest yesterday was filed by At- 
torneys Rosser & Brandon, representing 
the . Fidelity and Deposit Company of 
Maryland, Mathews’ surety. It. states 
that on July 1, 1901, Judge Lumpkin is- 
sued a rule nisi directing Mathews to 
make a report under oath of all the funds 
on hand and of all of the money received 
and expended, which report he failed to 
make. 

He stated yesterday afternoon to Judge 
Lumpkin that all of the money had been 
regularly disbursed and that he meant 
no discourtesy to the court in not obey- 
ing the order. He said he thought the 
receivership had been disposed of and in- 
iormed Judge WLumpkin that he could 
get up the report within a short time. 

In rendering his decision Judge Lump- 
kin stated that receivers are just as much 
officers, of the court as the sheriff and 
other officers and that they are expected 
to obey the orders of the court.

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Who Were Married in London Yesterday. 
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WIELIAW K. VANDERBILT LEADS 
MRS, RUTHERFURD TO THE ALTAR 
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MES. ANNA RUTHERFURD AND WILLIAM K. VANDERBILT, 

Mr. Vanderbilt Is Mrs. Rutherfurd’s Third Husband, and 
Mrs. Rutherfurd Ig Mr. Vanderbilt’s Second Wife, He Having Been Divorced by His First Wife, Who 
Is Now Mrs. 0. H. P. Belmont. 
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London, April 25.—William K. Vander- 
bilt was quietly married to Mrs. Lewis 
M. Rutherfurd here today. This afternoon 
the bride and groom started for France, 
where they will probably remain some 
time. 

Only cight persons, including Mrs. Ruth- 
erfurd and Mr. Vanderbilt, were pres®.:t 
in the dreary St. Mark's church when the 
ceremony was performed this forenoon. 
The arrangements by which the wedding 
was kept secret were most elaborate 
and they were not relaxed even at the 
last moment. The wedding party entered 
the church through the vicarage which 
adjoins St. Mark's and departed from 
the rear entrance. While the wedding cer- 
emony was going on there lay in the vi- 
carage the dead child of the vicar of St. 
Marx’s, wno made Mr. Vanderbilt and 
Mrs. Rutherfurd husband and wife. 

At the conclusion of the wedding cere- 
mony _ the coffin was brought into the 
church and the Rev. R. H. Hadden read 
the burial ceremony. Immediately after- 
ward he left for Liverpool, where his 
father is dying. 

Half a dozen doors from St. Mark's 
ehurch is Tarrant’s hotel, now quiet anJ 
old-fashioned, «but once one of London's 
most famous hostélries. From this hotel 
Mr. Vanderbilt emerged this morning and 
walked to the church. In the past three 
weeks he has been staying at Tarrant’s 
hotel, qualifying by his residence to se- 
cur? the marriage license. 

The wedding took place just before 
noon. Winfield Hoyt, of New York, was 
the best man, and Henry White gave 
away the bride. The only other persons 
in the church, besides the verger, were 
the duke and duchess of Marlborough. 

Mrs. Rutherford wore a simple, gray 
traveling dress and “no jewels of any 
kind. Mr. Vanderbilt. Mr. White and the 
Guke of Marlborough wore the usual 
frock coats. There was no ‘wedding 
breakfast or reception. 

Mr. Vanderbilt personally secured the 
license and managed the whole affair him- 
self. Three weeks ago he established a 
residence in London and last Wednes- 
day he personally applied for and secured 
a license from the bishop of London while 
the reporters were all watching the arch- 
bishop of Canterbury's office. 

Chancellor Tristram, of the bishop, of 
London’s consistory court, held a special 
eourt and took the personal testimony of 
Mr. Vanderbilt, whose counsel also sub- 
mitted documentary proofs of the divorce 
proceedings at New York and of the fact 
that the prohibition against his remar- 
riage had been removed by the supreme 
court at New York. The license was sub- 
sequently granted. 

Mr. Vanderbilt was enabled to preserve 
secrecy regarding the license in conse- 
quence of an order issued by Chancellor 
Tristram after the scandals arising from 
tows raised in various churches by Father 
Black during the campaign against the 
remarriage of divorced persons. An order 
then went out that licenses: of divorced 


persons should not be entered on the pub- | 


lic register until after their marriage, 
so aS to avoid a scandal. Mr. Vander- 
bilt's license, therefore, has not yet. be- 
come public property, and will not be 
registeréd until the bishop of London's 
registrar is formally notified that the 
wedding has taken place. 


Sketch of Vanderbilt. 

William Kissam Vanderbilt is the second 
Son of the late William H. Vanderbilt 
He was born December 12, 1849. and was 
considered the handsomest member of a 
remarkably good-looking family. In stat- 
ure he Is g trifle below the medium 
height. He is an able railroad man: safe, 
conservative and prudent. Socially he Is 
eminent for his diplomacy. His wealth 
is between $80,000,000 and $90,000,000. He 
is fond of yachting, racing, coaching. 
hunting and fishing. His friends call him 
“Willie K.’’ 

W. -K. Vanderbilt is not a°* universitv 
man. He was graduated at a private 
academy and then was sent to Geneva, 
Switzerland to finish his education. His 
first «employment was as a bookkeeper in 
the office of C. C. Clark, treasurer of the 
Hudson River railroad. Soon he was as- 
signed to the transportation department. 
His chiefs declared he was clever and 
level-headed. He learned the railroad 
business quickly and well. 

The young man was made second vice 
president of the New York Central and 
Hudson River Railroad Company, and he 
looked espectally after the bonding oper- 
ation of the system. There he remained 
until 1883, when he was made chairman of 
the board of directors of the Lake Shore 
and Mchigan Southern system at the 
Same time. In 1882 he was elected presi- 
dent of the Nickel Plate road, as the New 
York, Chicago and St. Louis railroad was 
called. 

Not a Lucky Speculator. 

W. K. Vanderbilt was not over lucky 
in speculation. He dabbled a little in 
Wall street even while the old commodore, 
founder of the house of Vanderbilt, was 
alive, and in a Lake Shore speculation. 
in the early eighties, he dropped $10,- 
000,000. His father obtained from him a 
promise that thereafter he would abstain 
from speculation and stick to the’raiflroad 
business alone. 

For many years Mr. Vanderbilt was 
prominent in the management of the 
Coney Island Jockey Club. He rode to 
hounds, drove a coach and spent much 
time racing and cruising in yachts. So- 
cially his tact and unfailing good nature 
made him a pronounced favorite. 

It was at a reception given by Mrs. 
Shepard soon after Mr. Vanderbilt's re- 
turn from Europé, in 1878, that he met 
Miss Alva Smith, of Mobile, Ala. The 
Vanderbilt-Smith wedding was not espe- 
cially ostentatious, and the couple went 
to Europe for a year. On their return 
they todk a modest house in West For- 
ty-ninth street, where Consuelo, the eld- 
est daughter, now duchess of Marlbor- 
ough, was born. 

An Expert Cake-Walker. 

William K. Vanderbilt has been a mem- 
ber of every syndicate that defended the 
America’s cup by building and sailing 
the fastest sloop in the world. He is

avenue and Fifty-second street. Hé also 
sang as a solo’ “I Wants § Yer, Ma 
Honey, Yaas I Do.” His voice is a fine 
baritone. 


Sensational Vanderbilt Divorce. 

The most sensational -episode in the ca- 
reer of Mr. Vanderbilt was when his wife 
divorced him in 18%. The present Mrs. 
O. H. P. Belmont, who was ‘then Mrs. 
Vanderbilt, sued for a divorce, naming 
Neli:e Neustretter, of Paris, as core- 
spondent. Mr. Vanderbilt offered no op- 
position to the divorce. Mrs. Vanderbilt's 
marriage to O. H. P. Belmont followed 
in less than a year after the divorce. 

The final break between Mr. Vander- 
bilt and his wife came after a yachting 
cruise on the Valiant which was to last 
ten months, but waich broke up suddenly 
in the Mediterranean after a few weeks, 
the guests scattering. Mr. Vanderbilt re- 
turned to Paris and Mrs. Vanderbilt re- 
turned home. On that cruise O. H. P. 
Belmont and his ‘brother,’ Perry, were 
guests of the Vanderbilts. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt was Miss Alva Smith, 
of Mobile, Ala. When she came to New 
York in 1874, her wit and dash made her 
a belle of the fashionable set. William 
Kissam Vanderbilt met her at the home 
of his sjster, Mrs. Elliott F. Shepard, 
and fell madly in love with her. 

At Newport she saw much of O: H. P. 
Belmont, who had been divorced by his 
first wife, now Mrs. George Rives, wife 
of the corporation counsel. 

Vanderbilt and Neustretter Woman. 

Witham K,. Vanderbilt was in Europe 
when the divorce was granted. At that 
time there was a report that he had mere- 
ly pretended friendship for the Neustret- 
ter woman to furnish a basis for divorce. 
It was told of him that after the yachting 
cruise he went to the race track and wou 
40,000 francs. This he tossed into the lap 
«f Nellie Neustretter, and after that their 
names were coupled in gossip. It was re- 
ported that he had given her the hand- 
some establisl.ments in Paris and Deau- 
ville. Her equipage startled Paris. It was 
caid that Mr. Vanderbilt had settled $200,- 
000 a year on her. She had been noto- 
rious in Paris and this made it all the 
more astonishing that Mr. Vanderbiit 
should have permitted his name to be 
linked with hers. 

Mrs. Belmont’s two sisters have figured 
in the divorce courts. Oné of the, Vir 
ginia Smith, married Fernando Yzgangzs 
and divorced him. He then married Ma- 
hel Wright. Mrs. Yzanga married William 
George T)ffany, and only two weeks ago 
she obtained a divorce from him. Another 
vister married a French nobleman, Count 
De Fonbilliott, and their happiness, too, 
was short lived.

CENERAL TYNE 
~ STANDS BY WIFE 
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He Says She Removed Papers 
al His Request 


Documents Submitted by Tyners to 
Payne, but Latter Is Not Sure 
All Papers Were Submitted. 
Christiancy Demands 
an Investigation. 


Washington, April %.—The two impor- 


tant investigations today in tbe inves- | 


tigation of the sensational abstraction of 
papers from the safe of the office of 
the attorney general for the postoffice 
department, which led to the dismissal 
of that official, were the submitting of 


what purported to be the papers to the 
inspection of the postal officials and the 
decision of Postmaster Genera! Payne to 
immediately relieve ‘Acting Assistant At- 
torney General G. A. C. Christiancy 
from his office pending an investigation 
of his conduct. The action in the case 
of Mr. Christiancy was taken at his own 
request. He states that he courts the 
fullest investigation. 3 Mr. Christiancy has 
held the office of assistant attorney since 
January 1, 1991, and has been in charge 
of the legal affairs of the department 
most of the time since then owing to 
General Tyner’s absence caused by ill- 
health. 

General Tyner’s counsel today sub- 
mitted to Postmaster General Payne and 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster General 
Bristow papers which they said the Ty- 
ners claimed constituted all that had 
been taken away, but a statement made 
later by the postmaster genera! reciting 
the correspondence on the subject and 
the submission of the papers specifically 
declines to accept the statement that 
the papers submitted necessarily consti- 
tuted all that were abstracted. 

Statement of, the Tyners. 

General Tyner’s counsel, after leaving 
the postmaster genéral, made a state- 
ment im part as follows: ~ 

“Yesterday in response to a notifica- 
tion from the department of justice that 
General Tyner's offer to deliver the pa- 
pers should be made to the postmaster 
general, Mr. Berry proposed to the post- 
master general that a representative of 
the postoffice department shou)d smeet 
counsel at General Tyner’s house, where 
the papers should be examined, and such 
as were private returned to General Ty- 
ner and the others, somewhat public 
in nature, delivered to the department. 
It was especially desired that the gov- 
ernment representatives should question 
fully General Tyner, Mrs. Tyner and Mrs. 
Barrett as to what occurred on Mrs. 
Tyner’s visit to the postoffice department 
on Tuesday last and as to all of her acts 
in connection therewith and her authority 
therefor. General Tyner explaining that 
all of Mrs. Tyner’s acts were authorized 
by him. The nostmaster general in re- 
nly said auhre'sntially that if General 
Tyner would c.iuse the pavers to be re- 
turned to the denartmeént he would have 
the same examined in the presence of 
GCeneral Tyner and would restore to him 
all the papers, documents and other 
property found to belong to him. This 
morning after consultation the postmas- 
ter general was asked to permit Mrs. 
Tvner end Mrs. Rerrett to come to his 
office with counsel for a full examination 
by anv roverrment official as to the facts 
enonneeted with the taking of the papers. 
The postmaster general refused to per- 
mit either Mrs. RBRarrett or Mrs. Tyner 
to be presént and declined to question 
them. Thereupon, acauiescing in his de- 
riaion. eoungel brought to the rostoffice 
department all of the papers in ques- 
tion. They were examined minutely and 
in detall in the vresence of the postmas- 
ter general by Mr. Bristow. including the 
most private property of General Tyner 
and esneciallv of Mrs. Tyner. On the 
conclusion of the examination all the 
papers were, by direction of the post- 
master general, returned to General Ty- 
ner except the papers indicated in a 
statement of General Tyner, which re- 
ferred to the matter connected with the 
conduct of a former inspector of the de- 
partment, now dead, and which had 
never been filed and which matter was 
disposed of four years ago. 


Statemest by Payne. 

Subsequently the postmaster general 
gave out a statement covering the sub- 
mission of the documents which plainly 
says the department does not agree to 
the assumption that the papers submit- 
ted constitute all those taken. After re- 
citing The proposition of Genera] Tyner’s 
counsel and its rejection by him (setting 
forth the text of fhe letter In reply) the 
statement concludes as follows: 

“This morning Mr. Perry and General 
Michener came to the department, bring- 
ing with them a package which they 
stated contained the papers and docu- 
ments which had béen taken from the 
department in the manner heretofore set 
forth, and offered to submit the same to 
inspection of the postmaster general or 
any other official of the department, 

“In response to this offer Mr, Perry 
operied thé packages in the presence of the 
postmaster general, General Bristow and 
Mr. Michener.

It was testified that 
Lawrence had been shot in the smal! of 
the back and side, the ball passing 
through the body.

Daughter of Governor Peabody, of 
Colorado, Broke Bottle of Wine 
on Prow of Cruiser—The 
Colorado a New Type 
of Vessel. 


Philadelphia, April %—The armored 
cruiser Colorado was launched today at 
Cramps’ ship yard in the presence of a 
distinguished gathering of officials from 
‘Washington and the state of Colorado, 
including the entire congressional dele- 
gation. Miss Cora May Peabody, daugh- 
ter of Governor Peabody, of Colorado, 
broke the bottle of wine on the prow of, 
the cruiser as she glided down the ways 
at 14:45 into the Delaware river. 

The Washington party arrived over the 
Pennsylvania at 11 o’clock and proceeded 
at once to the ship yard. 


It ineluded Assistant Secretary Dar- 
;ling and Mrs. Darling, Admiral and Mrs. 
Bradford, Admirals O'Neil, Metville and 
. Endicott. and Mr. Cowles, Commanders 
Sutherland and Schroeder, Schekib Bey, 
the Turkish minister, and his two sons; 
Senor Riano, of the Spanish legation; 
Captain Boutekoff, of the Russian lega- 
tion, and Commander Takashita, of the 
Japanese legation. 

The cruiser Colorado is of a new class 
of vessels added to the American navy. 
She is an armored cruiser of the first 
Class, yet she bears the name of a state, 
an honor formerly only accorded to bat- 
tle ships. Coupled with tremendous bat- 
tery power she has the speed of an 
ocean liner. The vessel is 502 feet long, 
59 feet 6 inches wide, with a draught 
of 24 feet 6 inches. Her speed require- 
ment calls for 22 knots an hour for four 
consecutive hours. She is fitted with twin 
screws, twin triple ,expansion engines 
which must develop 23,000 indicated horse- 
power. All of the armor is of the im- 
proved Kruppized type. The water line 
region is guarded by a 7 1-2 foot belt 
reaching from bow to stern. Amidships 
for a distance of 244 feet the belt has a 
maximum thickness of 6 inches. For- 
ward and aft belt will have a uniform 
thickness of 3 1-2 inches. The four §-inch 
guns are mounted on two balanced tur- 
rets, with slanting faces, having armor 
6 and 6 1-2 inches thick. A belt of cellu- 
lose extending from bow to stern above 
the protective deck will automatically 
plug all shot holes admitting water. She 
has two batteries. She will carry a 
main battery of four up-to-date §8-inch 
and fourteen 6-inch rapid-fire rifles, a 
secondary battery of eighteen 4-pounders 
and twelve 3-pounders, and a supple- 
mental force of eight l1-pounders, two 
field pieces, two machine guns and six 
automatic guns for service on the bridges 
and in the tops. The eight 6-inch guns 
are designed to fire once every fifty sec- 
onds and the 6-inch guns are expected to 
fire three times a minute.” The contract 
price of the Colorado was $3,780,000.

In the exercises the arms lift, carry, 
push, pull, grasp; and all the different 
muscles are brought into active play, 
with the certain result that the most 
beautiful and useful muscles of the 
body are normally developed, the 
hand is made strong and shapely, the 
grip improved, and proper circulation 
promoted, which, in turn, prevents 
cold and clammy hands. 

Then, because the arms cannot be 
exercised in lifting, carrying, pushing 
and pulling without materially affect- 
ing the rest of the body above the legs, 
the shoulders are squared by being 
built up, the neck is made round and 
shapely, the abdomen gains its proper 
strength, the digestive powers are in- 
creased, and the chest expanded. 
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‘But can’t the exercises be gone 
through without dumb bells?” some 
one may ask. 

They can, with not a little benefit, 
but the dumb bells, because they give 
greater resistance than empty hands, 
will develop the muscles more fully, 
just as hard’ and continuous manual 
labor creates more brawn than does 
spasmodic toil. 

Each dumb bell should not weigh 
over six pounds, and, as a general 
rule, the best weight is either three or 
four pounds. A dumb bell over six 
pounds in weight is likely to bring on” 
weariness before scarcely any exer- 
cisé¢ has been taken; and they may 
also severely stratn the arms. Keep 


within the weight limit, take a pleasur-| 


able interest in the movements, and

F there, is one thing above all

ful than the one which warns of 
approaching danger. It is so high- 
ly developed in some persons that it 
might almost be called a sixth sense. 
It reachés its perfection in the man 
whose days are spent hurrying 
through the most crowded streets of 
the business centers. He can run 
across a street in the face of what 
seems almost certain disaster. Wag- 
ons and automobiles and trolley cars, 
men, women and horses will be rush- 
ing pell-mell around him in a maze 
that would threaten even the calmest 
man’s peace of mind. Ninety-nine 
people out of a hundred who want 
to cross that street fight every step 
of the way, looking carefully up and 
down and in all directions before dar- 
ing to venture a foot forward; and 
even then many of them will*require 
the protection of the policeman at the 
crossing. 

But these difficulties are unknown 
to the man with the sixth sense. He 
seldom bothers about looking up and 
down the street to see what danger 
is threatening him. As likely as not, 
he may be reading a paper and, under

He does not know what it is that 
protects him. He is probably not 
even conscious that he has developed 
the sixth sense. He will declare, in 
many cases, that he saw the wagons 
on the street, but if you ask him the 
color of the horse or any detail, he 
will not be able to tell you., In reality, 
he did not see the wagon at all; his 
sixth sense made him feel its ap- 
proach. ' 

Nearly all telegraph and errand 
boys have this sense. In street gam- 
ins it is developed to a remarkable 
degree. 

Many firemen have it in a different 
form. Ina recent magazine story this 
is mentioned in a’scene at a fire where 
the fireman is crawling through a 


pitch dark cellar and is guided by 
this sense, which tells him where the 
posts and doors and heavy boxes are. 
For some reason or other, women 
do not seem to acquire this instinct. 
The most hardened shopper, even af- 
ter years and vears of experiénce, will 
hesitate and be sure of her ground be-~- 
fore she atempts to cross a crowde 


street.

A Quaint Way to Fish. 

The fishermen of Cisedad Bolivar, 
on the Orinoco River, in South Amer- 
ica, catch their fish in the queerest 
way in the world. They use no bait, 
but try to hook the fish by the body. 
A cylindrical weight is tied to a long 
line Above this weight, for a length 
of about eight feet, and at distances 
of six inches, strong fish hooks are 
attached. 

The line is thrown out in places 
where the current is swift and shoals 
of fish pass.

One of the plant houses in the 
grounds of the Department of Agri- 
culture in Washington has been turn- 
ed into a hospital for plants, and the 
name “Infirmary” has been applied to 
it officially. 

In this government infirmary, ex- 
perts study the ailments that affect 
vegetables, fruits, flowers and trees, 
and experiment with remedies. 

The establishment of this hospital 
is in line with the new science that 
maintains that the diseases of plants 
are similar to the diseases of human 
beings and animals—that is, that they 
are due to similar causes, and can be 
cured by intelligent treatment such 
as would be given to a man or a 
horse. 

Specialists have found that plants 
suffer from diseases that are caused 
by the same conditions that produce 


tuberculosis and rheumatism and 
(other sickness in man. 

If a plant is allowed to stand in 
ground that is wet constantly, it gets 
root-trouble which is similar in many 
ways to rheumatism. The plant be- 
comes poor and its circulation is bad; 
that is, its sap does not run as it 
should, and its leaves become thin 
and pale, much as a rheumatic per- 
son’s fingers show their lack of freely 
circulating and healthy blood. 

Plants that are left in ground that 
is too rich, often get real indigestion. 
They over-eat until their system will 
not bear it any longer, and then they 
begin to rot. Instead of strong 
shoots, they send out weak twigs that 
are nourished so poorly that their tips 
are almost dead before they have be- 
gun to grow. The plant is suffering

then, and just as a glutton shows the 
effect of over-eating by his flushed, 
unhealthful face, his red nose and his 
lustreless eyes, so the plant shows 
unhealthful buds that hawe a real 
feyer color, and the leaves are harsh 
and dry instead of having the natutfal 
gloss of health. 

Plants suffering from such glut- 
tony must be removed or new dry 
and sweet earth must be put around 
them. They get medicine in the form 
of lime, which counteracts the effect 
of the rich food they have had. 

Plants catch cold just like other liv- 
ing things. They suffer from hunger 
or thirst and show it in their appear- 
ance. Men who are studying the new 
science of plant life, can tell what is 
the matter with a plant by looking at 
it, almost as well as one man can see 
that another man is not well. 


Among some tribes of Indians a 

favorite amusement is playing the 
“Awl Game.” 
A square blanket is pegged out on 
the ground and a large stone placed 
in the center. From the middle of 
each side:two parallel lines are drawn 
with charcoal out toward the stone. 
The spaces between these lines are 
called “rivers,” and those at the top 
and bottom are marked “dangerous,” 
in Indian language, of course. 

@ilong the edge of the blanket 
twenty-four dots are made, six on 
each of the four sides. 

The players squat around the blan- 
ket, each with a little awl in his hand. 
There are also provided four sticks, 
curved on one side and flat on the 
other. The players divide themselves 
into two sides, one side playing from 
the top and one from the bottom of the 
blanket. The first player takes the 
sticks and throws, them on the stone 
in the centre of the blanket. For éach 
stick that falls with the flat side up 
he gets one point and moves his awl 
as many dots ahead as he scores 
points. Then the first player of the 
opposing side makes a throw and so 
they go on, each one in turn pegging 
his awl around the blanket. 

The opposing sides peg in opposite 
directions around the blanket and if a 


player makes a throw which brings 


his awl to a dot occupied by the awl 
of a player belonging to the opposing 
team, the player whose awl is already 
there is “whipped back,” and has to 
begin all over again from the first 
hole. 

The parallel lines enclosing the 
rivers are considered the same as dots 
and pegged that way. But if a play- 
er’s throw brings him to the line of 
one of the two “rivers” marked 
“dangerous” he is said to “fall into the 
water,” anc must start over again. 

Curved lines, drawn in the corners 
of the blanket, are also pegged as dots 
or holes. Once around counts one 
point in the sum total of the game, 
and tally is kept by little green sticks 
about the size of leadpencils. 

The player who gets the agreed 
number of these tally sticks ahead of 
the rest, wins the game. 

In throwing the playing sticks, only 
those count which fall flat side up, 
except if all of them fall with the 
round side up, when the player scores 
four. 

One of the playing sticks is differ- 
ently painted from the others and is 
called tke “trump stick.” When this 
falls flat side up the lucky player who 
threw it is allowed to peg two points 
for it.

white man’s game of. checkers, only 
they divide the checker-board by a 
diagonal line and the players sit one 
at either end of this mark. It would 
be a good game for boys to play al- 
most anywhere in city or country. 

They make their checker-board by 
drawing squares on the top of a flat 
rock with stones of different colors, 
and for checkers they use kernels of 
corn, beans, stones or any small frag- 
ments which they can color easily so 
that both sides shall not have the 
same colored pieces to play with. 

A peculiar thing about the way the 
Mokis play this game is that, although 
only two persons play it at a time, 
these two players each choose com- 
panions for their sides, and the ones 
chosen teke their places behind the 
ones moving the checkers. 

The part in the game taken by these 
chosen ones is simply that of advisers, 
and, as everybody, whether he be 
white or red of skin, is fond of giving 
advice, this part in the game is a most 
tcptlar one. 

‘As the advisers on each side give 
their advice freely, and as no two of 
them are likely to agree on the best 
move to be made, the game becomes 
a noisy and tumultuous proceeding 
and the poor playcr who does the ac- 
tual moving has hard work to keep 
from getting “rattled.”

Gathering does not consist of plac- 
ing the needle in and out of the ma- 
terial in a given direction regardless 
of the manner in which the threads 
are picked up, and then drawing the 
thread up. It consists of making all 
the stitches and all the pieces picked 
up by the needle the same size. 

The simplest form of gathéting is 
that used in millinery. It is essentiaf- 
ly for very light, loose textures. It 
consists in rurmning the needle in to its 
full length and then pressing it for- 
ward, as when running a bodkin 
through a casing, with the thumb and 
finger firmly on each side of the text- 


thumb and finger the texture is work- 
ed back and forth quickly, the needle 
catching it each time. After a little 
practice this 1s the quickést way of 
gathering such materials for which it 
ss suited. An experienced hand wilt 
make the stitches quite regular. 

Where there is more than oné row 
of gauging, care must be taken to pick 
up exactly. the corresponding threads 
in each, as in the first row. 

When, however, a puff is desired:} 
this order must be reversed, each row 
of gathering having the texture picked 
up in a line with the middle of the 
stitch of the preceding one. 

The beauty of the puff, especially 
when small ones, depends almost en- 
tirely on this alternating of the 
stitches for the gathering. It must 
also be properly arranged on the 
foundation with regularity, and what- 
ever the space between the two rows

ARVED in stone on the ruins of the great temples, 
palaces and monuments which once adorned the 
cities whose ruins lie thick over Yucatan and 
southern Mexico and extreme south and east

civilization which flourished and decayed in the Western 

Hemisphere ages before the white man set foot upon 


these shores. 

It is the story of a civilization so ancient that it may 
ante-date that which flourished by the Tigris and Euph- 
rates and which has been supposed to be the earliest 
which ever existed in the world. Perhaps, in those rec- 
ords, is support for the theory now popular with eth- 
nologists that Asia was settled from America. 

Again this ancient, prehistoric American civilization 
may not have been so ancient; it may have been coeval 
with that of Egypt; perhaps of Rome. 

Whatever the story is, it is the world’s mystery; for 
no man may read it. The characters in which it is writ- 
ten are as undecipherable as were the hieroglyphics of 
ancient Egypt before the discovery of the Rosetta stone 
gave the key.

The only thing approaching a key to 
the mystery of America is in a remark- 
able series of what evidently are cal- 
endars. 

From these, with much stumbling 
and halting, we are trying to work 
out the Mayan system of computing 
time and to learn something of the 
meaning of the Mayan hieroglyphics. 

We have a fair knowledge of the 
old Mexican or Nahautl calendars; by 
comparing them with the existing 
Mayan calendars some light is thrown 
upon the subject. 

These calendars exist not only in 
stone, but in manuscript, some of 
them written or painted on paper 
made from the maguey leaf which was 
to the Mayans what the papyrus was 
to the ancient Egyptians. They ap- 
pear in Mayan and Mexican: writings 
which are known as codices. 

The adventurers who rode with Cor- 
tez when his mail-clad knights bore 
down the flying legions of Montezu- 
ma, or followed the great Conquesta- 
dor in his marches through Central 
America, sent home these codices as 
curiosities, and the priests who march- 
ed with the army of invasion sent 
specimens to their ecclesiastical supe- 
riors as samples of the writings of the 
idolaters. Thus it happens that in 
old libraries, in old family, State and 
religious archives, there have been un- 
earthed rare and valuable records of 
the people whose empire once flour- 
ished on this continent. 

Greater Than Old Rome. 

How vast thejr empire may have been 
is hinted by the fact that shell orna- 
ments have been discovered in Ten- 
nessee engraved with figures which 
have an apparent relation to those 
which appear in the Mexican calen- 
dars; and copper plates have been 
found in Georgia on which are en- 
graved figures of warriors that bear 
close resemblance to those painted 
on the walls of ruined cities of Yuca- 
tan. Are these the relics of some 
military expedition sent by the great 
emperor who reigned in Central 
America to penetrate into the country 
of the barbarians, as the Roman em- 
perors sent their cohorts into Scy- 
thia and Africa? Or are they the rel- 
ics of some colony, founded by mer- 
chants from the mighty empire for 
the purposeof trade, as the Phoeni- 
cians established their trading posts 
from Cornwall to the Land of Sheba? 

lf, by means of the codices, we shall 
be able some day to read the records 
written on the walls of Labna and 
Quiriguia and spell out the story 
recorded on the obelisks of Copan, 
it will become clear to us as is, to- 
day, the histo:y of Egypt. 
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A CHINESE VIEW OF 
GEORGE WASHINGTON 


The Inhabitants of the Flowery Kingdom 
Are Studying the Outside World 


HE Chinese are beginning to 
study geography and abandon 
their old idea that the Flow- 
ery Kingdom is the only part 

of the world worth considering. A 
geography book in ten volumes, writ- 
ten by a Chinaman for Chinamen, was 
recently issued in Pekin, Canton, 
Shanghai, Hong-Kong, and other 
cities of China. The author devotes 
a good deal of space to America. 
After narrating the events which led 
up to the Revolution, he says: 

“There was at that time a Wash- 
ington, an American, born in the ninth 
year of Yung-Ching (A. D. 1732). His 
father died when he was but ten years 
old. He was then trained up by his 
mother. When small he had great 
views, both in regard to civil and mili- 
tary affairs, and excelled in strength 
and courage. 

“At the time .when all the people 
rebelled against the English, they 
pressed Washington to become their 
general. He then immediately en- 
tered on his office. Without arms, 
ammunition or provisions, Washing- 


ton stimulated his countrymen to 
action by a righteous spirit. He 
pitched his camp near the provincial 
city. At the same time the English 
general had collected his ships of war 
just outside of the city. Suddenly a 
great wind arose and scattered them. 
Washington attacked and took posses- 
sion of the city. Afterward the Eng- 
lish general collected his forces and 
‘drove Washington from his position. 

“At this his soldiers were greatly 
terrified and wished to be disbanded, 
but he, with the same spirit as at first, 
having collected and united his army, 


again attacked the English with suc-| 


cess. From that time, during eight 
years of bloody conflict, while his 
army was often reduced and weak- 
ened, Washington’s spirit was undi- 
minished, and the English army had 
become old. The French raised an 
army and crossed the sea, and joined 
Washington against the English. 

“The English, unable to oppose, 
concluded a treaty of peace, by which 
the northern part, a cold country, was 
given up to them, while the southern 
part, a fertile region, reverted to him. 

“The Americans are all descendants 
of Europeans, mostly from England, 
Holland and France. Of these three 
kingdoms those from England are far 
the most 
their language and customs are the 
same as those of the English. The 
immigrants received their lands for 
cultivation from the_aborginies, where 
they were willing, and where they 
were unwilling they removed to other 
places. 

“Their merchants and mechanics 
are all white men, They are mild 
and kind in disposition, but consider- 
ate and skilful in trade. They are 
fond of making their religion a mat- 
ter of conversation and of instruction. 
Their schools are everywhere. Their 
learned men are divided into three 
classes— ministers, physicians and 
lawyers.” 


A Gruesome Greek Custom. 


The American tourist in Greece is 
often shocked by the sight of a funeral 
procession passing through the streets 
with the dead body borne in an open 
coffin. This custom originated in a 
curious way. When the Turks were 
masters of Greece, they discovered 
that Greek revolutionists carried arms 
about the country in coffins, so they 
decreed that all coffins must be car- 
ried open. After.the Greeks regained 
their freedom, they continued the cns- 
tom from force of habit.

UNTING with owls is a form 
of sport that is now attract- 
ing considerable attention in 
several States where the 

game laws are exceedingly strict. This 
is due to the fact that those birds 
which are not given protection by 
laws are best caught by owls, such as 
hawks and crows. 

The owls, usually in pairs, are used 
as decoys. Just before sunrise the 
hunter takes his owls into a wooded 
stretch of country, sets them on limbs 
of trees where they can be readily 
spied by the inhabitants of the air, 
and secures them by strings, about 40 
or 50 yards in length, the other ends 
of which are held by the hunters 
in their shelter. 

When the hawks and the crows 
leave their nests the first thing they 
behold are the owls and they straight- 
way begin flying toward and circling 
around them, in evident astonishment 
at the carelessness of the owls in be- 
ing about during the day time. 

Then it is that the hunters get in 
their work from behind their hidden 
shelter. One sportsman who spent 
an hour one morning with his owls 
secured thirty hawks and nearly one

The Hall and Dining-Room. 

The hallway is so beautiful and 
plays such an important part in the 
charm of the house’s interior effect 
that I will describe it in detail for the 
benefit of those who would wish to 
build and. furnish on these lines. 

The sand finished walls, in a smooth 
yellow tan, give an effect of space 
and clearness which in itself is de- 
ligh*ful. The white cedar woodwork 
is much in evidence through the me- 
dium of the wide stairway, as the 
steps are highly polished and uncov- 
ered, and the ceiling is heavily beamed 
at wide intervals with the same wood. 
A wide seat of wood faces the front 
door and is piled with Oriental cush- 
ions in rich colors. This, with the 
rugs, an old English clock, two or 
three handsome chairs, and_ palms 
in Chinese jardinieres, is the only fur- 
niture that the hall contains, yet the 
hangings.in the doorways and the 
rugs take away all effect of bareness.

When the question of economy has 
to be considered in the finish and dec- 
oration of the interior of a. house, 
rough plaster, or sand-finish walls, 


given a coat or more of water color 
wash or kalsomine, is advocated. 

This mode of treatment is not only 
attractive, but highly sanitary. 

The usual term employed in speak- 
ing of walls so treated is “tinted.” 

This term, however, may be some- 
what misleading, as the colors em- 
ployed are frequently stsong and rich. 

So adept are the really good crafts- 
men who do this work that they will 
exactly match any sample of color 
furnished them. : 

The colors are mixed with the same 
care that an artist gives those upon 
his palette. The different shades are 
“tried out” upon a piece of heavy 
sand-paper or rough shingle, by put- 
ting the wash on and ‘letting it dry 
slowly so that the finished effect may 
be seen, 


I have seen the statement recently 
published that it was found neces- 
sary to renew the wash each year. I 
speak from personal experience when 
I say that I have walls of dull blue, 
rich yellow, pale green, hunter’s 
fgreen, and old rose, in my home, 
which have not been renewed in six 
years. 

The one real drawback to sand 
finish is that so much as a tiny tack 
cannot be driven into them without 
marring their surface, and no furni- 
ture must be allowed to press against 
them. A picture mold with these walls 
is an actual necessity. 

Before putting on certain colors— 
green or dull blue, for instance—the 
walls must be given an especially 
heavy coat of size. This will prevent 
any action of the lime in the plaster 
on the color. 

A single room of, say 20x20 feet, 
pcan be so treated for from $5 to $6, 


unless a deep or rich red is chosen. 
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sive coloring matter and the price, of 
course, is higher proportionately. 
When pale, delicate tints, such as 
blue, pink and tan, are put on, the 
cost is much less. : 

A pretty effect can be obtained 
in a room where the walls and ceiling 
are tinted (the ceiling, as.a rule, is 
several shades lighter) by using a 
paper frieze between the picture 
mold and ceiling. In a dining-room 
I have recently seen, the walls and 
ceiling were left the pale, bluish gray 
of the rough plaster and a frieze of 
side wall paper applied, which showed 
on a pure white ground a design of 
vivid green leaves. 

At the windows were clear white 
organdy curtains, made and hung 
quite plainly, having a hem of four 
inches at the bottom. These brought 
down and reproduced the white back- 
ground of the frieze, which note was 
again repeated,in the gleaming white 
tiles about the fireplace. There were 


over-curtains, which also hung in 
straight folds, while the white ones 
stopped at the window sill. There was 
also a single curtain at the door. 
These draperies were of burlap of a 
strong leaf green color, matching the 
foliage of the frieze. The burlap cost 
only 25 cents a yard.

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Origin of South’s Hallowed Memorial Day

Wriien of Ghe Sunny oo." : 
HIRTY years ago there was 
laid to rest under-the ce- 
dars and flowers of Lin- 
wood cemetery, in’ Colum- 
bus, Ga., all that was 
mortal of a woman to 
whom the entire southland 
Owes an everlasting debt 
of gratitude. It was Mrs. 
lizzie Rutherford Ellis, 
in whose patriotic heart 
sprang the thought of the 
southern Memorial day, 
the Sabbath of the south. 
of a custom which origt- 
her suggestion in Columbus 
just one year uarter the concluston of the 
war, the entire southland now sets apart 
one day of each year in which to pub- 
licly and appropriately honor the mem- 
ory of the men who gave their.all to 
the cause of the confederacy. Upon the 
graves of the dead heroes are placed 
the choicest flowers of the new-born 
spring—the first offerings of the season. 

Upon the suggestion of Mrs. Lizzie 
Rutherford Ellis (at that time ‘Miss Liz- 
zie Rutherford). the 2th of April, the 
anniversary of the surrender of General 
Jcseph FE. Johnson, was chosen as the 
date for the first. memorial service by 
the Ladies’ Memorial Association of Co- 
iumbus, which is the mother of all south- 
ern memoria] associations. <An.order of 
exercises was arranged, and the first 
confederate memorial service in the 
south, following the close of the. war, 
was held in the old St. Luke Methodist 
Episcopal church in that city. The ad- 
dress was delivered by Colonel James 
M, Ramsey. 

The suggestion of Miss Rutherford of 
a general southern memorial day was 
given wide publicity and popularity by 
a beautiful letter written by Mrs. Charles 
J. Williams, secretary of the Columbus 
Memorial Association. As Miss Anna 
Caroline Bennigg, president..of Lizzie 
Rutherford chapter, Unéted Daughters 
of the Confederacy, so beautifully says 
in a preface to a history of Memorial 
day, published by Lizzie . Rutherford 
chapter: “The eloquent pen of the sec- 
retary of the memorial association in- 
spired the press and touched the hearts 
of the people, Like the hope that spread 
ever the earth on the morning of the 
resurrection, so the soft light of the sen- 
timent shone over Dixie (andd when April 
came, love wreathed her roses where the 
soldiers sleep. ‘The north’ looked on, 
thought the custom good, took it to her- 
self and has hallowed it as she does her 
Thanksgiving obligation. April wus too 
early for her flowers, hence she set apart 
May 30. Im the southwest the 26th of 
April finds Flora past -hér bloom, so in 
that section the day is earlier. .Year by 
year, the procession of spring. marching 
up from the gulf halts at every moun- 
tain side and mead to salute the dead 
soldier with flowers.: That future gener- 
ations may know ‘the truth as to the 
origin of this beautiful custom, this vol- 
ume, under thé auspices of. this, chapter 
of the United Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy, is given to the -world.”’ 

The Ladies’ Memorial Association~ of 
Columbus. Ga., was organized- in the 
spring of 1866, at the home of Mrs. John 
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Grave of Mrs. Lizzie Rutherford Ellis, originator of the Confederate Memorial Day, 


in Linwood cemetery, Columbus, Ga. On the stone are words crediting her 


with the origin of this sublime custom.

The Ladies’ Memorial Association was 
the suecessor-of the Soldiers’ Aid Society 
of Columbus. ._The parent organization 
did ‘most noble work, and it was fitting, 
indeed, ‘that‘ at -its dissolution at the 
close of the war the brave-hearted wom- 
en who composed it should be the ones 
who should organize for the equally 
beautiful work of keeping green the 
graves 6f those who fought in defense 
of thé southlan@ The work of the Sol- 
diers’ Aid Society of Columbus is of pe- 
culiar interest to southern people, since 
+ was from the ashes of this .society 
that the Ladies’ “Memorial Association of 
that city, phenixlike, ‘arose. of this 
work, Miss Anna Caroline Benning beau- 
tifully wrote in the preface to the offi- 
cia] history of se »morial day: 

“The land of these women was nejther 
a food-producing nor a manufacturing 
one, yet through their pious ministrations 
and sacrificing devotion, the hungry Ssol- 
diers were fed and the destitute were 
clothed, though aged loved ones and 
helpless, innocent children were often left 


in need. At first the sick and wounded 
were. cared for in the families of the 
members. As these multiplied, hospitals 
were ‘established and supported. ‘The 
ladies nursed the sick, fed th@, | ¥ 
and: poured the dead.” Day 
grew worse, food and clothing scarce and 
searcer grew. Gegeral Sherman was 
making his march through the south- 
land to the sea, leaving behind a desert 
of ashes. With homes devastated, hearts 
broken, hopes’ gone, ‘fathers, husbands, 
brothers, sons and: lovers killed, these 
patriotic women, with lips compressed, 
forced back their tears, gave away the 
bread they needed, wrote letters to dis- 
tant and sorrowing soldier/mothers, sent 
locks. of hair to far-away sweethearts of 
those whose dying hours they soothed, 
and with all. this gave direction to the 
practical affairs of their. home life in 
absence of husband and father. Bear- 
ing alike the burden of woman’s devo- 
tion and mam’s care, they wrecked their 
health and died for their countgy. The 
last battle of the civil war, east of the 
Mississippi river, was fought on the Ala- 
bama heights overlooking Columbus, Ga., 
on the night of April 16, 1865. The city 
was assaulted, and, after :it fell, was 
sacked and burned. When the smoke of 
battle, cleared away, .where do we find 
these devoted women? Where were Mary 
Magdalene and the other Mary after the 
crucifixion? At the sepulcher with sweet 
spices. So these women. come to the 
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Former residence of Mrs. John Tyler, Columbus, Ga., wheie the Ladies’ Memo- 
rial Association of Columbus, the first Confederaté Memorial Association 
in the south, was organized in the spring of 1866. 


soldiers’ graves with choice, plants and 
bright flowers. One day, after_a group of 
them had been occupied in this: loving 
service, one suggested the adoption and 
dedication of a day. and of each reourring 
armmiversary, to the decoration of the sol- 
diers’ graves. All were pleased with the 
thought, and at the next meeting of the 
Soldiers’ Aid Society it was ‘acted upon 
so quickly that it seemed a simultaneous 
throb from the heart of each. The sol- 
Ciers’ Aid Soctety became the Ladies’ Me- 
morial Association.’’ 


CONTROVERSY OVER 
DAY’S ORIGIN. 
For many years there was a controver- 
fy as -o who originated the idea of 
Memorial day. It was generally conceded 
that the custom had its origin at Wo- 
lumbus, Ga., but there was some con- 
fusion as to what particular member of 
the old Soldiers’ Aid Society. made the 
suggestion which led to the adoption of 
the custom. Two persons were creditcd 
with the suggestion—Mrs. Lizzie. futher- 
ford Ellis and Mrs. Charles J. . Willlams. 
Mrs, Williams, as the first secretary of 
the Ladies’ Memorial Association, wrote 
the beautiful and touching letter which 
bad so much to do with the general adop- 
tion of the custom throughout the south. 
Five yeans ago the Ladies’ Memorial! As- 
sociation, and Lizzie Rutherford. chap- 
ter, Daughters of the Confederacy, at Co- 
lumbus, saw the great importance of as- 
certaining the truth, determining who 


should have the credit of originating the 
idea, and publishing it to the world. Up 
to that time no official statement had 
been made by the Ladies’ Memorial Asso- 
clation of Columbus as to the origin of 
the custom—at least, no particular per- 
eon had been named ag the suggestor of 
the idea. Among the members of the 
arsociation, Mrs. Lizzie Rutherford Biis, 
was generally 
tor of the custom. Avery’s History of 
Georgia gives Mrs. Charles J. Williams 
the credit. of having originated the idea. 

In settling the controversy the Ladies’ 
Memorial Association decided to proceed 
in the simplest and most direct way; 
they procured. affidavits from the surviv- 
ing members of the original Ladies’ Me- 
morial Association as to their recollec- 
tion of the manner.in wnich the custom 
originated... In their official history of 
Memoria! day, subsequently published, 
they say: 

“The history of Memorial day has be- 
come a prominent feature of the history 
of the south, and before al] shall have 
Passed away of the little band who or- 
ganized it we have endeavored to get 
the facts before they became tradition. 
The affidavits of Mrs.- Wiliam G. Wool- 
folk, Mrs. C.. M. Dexter and Mrs. Jane 
E. Ware Martin have been obtained and 
are hereto attached, and from them and 
a copy of an original letter of Mrs. Mary 
Ann Williams, and a letter from ‘Mrs. 
Mary R. Jones, we learn that in Jan- 
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vary, 1866, Mrs. Jane Martin was visit- 
ing Columbus. One afternoon Miss Lizzie 
Rutherford called and asked her to ac- 
company her to the cemetery, now Lin- 
wood cemetery, to join some other la- 
dies in looking after the graves of the 
sSidiers who had died in Columbus hos- 
pltals and been buried under the direc- 
tion of the Aid Society: that they went 
and assisted the ladies, and, returning to 
Columbus alone, were discussing the 
work they had been doing. Miss Lizzie 
Rutherford remarked that she had been 
reaCing the ‘Initials’ (by the Baroness 
Tautphoets, and containing a chapter 
describing the custom of Roman Cath- 
olics in decorating the graves of the 
dead on All Saints’ day), and thought 
fie idea of setting apart a special day 
for decorating the graves such a beauti- 
ful one that it occurred to her it would 
be a good idea for the Ald Society to 
organize as a society for the purpose 
of adopting a custom of this kind and 
set apart a particular day for decorat- 
ing and caring for the soldiers’ graves. 
Meeting Mrs. John A. Jones, Mrs. Mar- 
tin suggested to Miss Rutherford to speak 
to her about it, as she was a member 
of the Ald Society, which she did. Mrs. 
Jones concurred with her, and suggested 
that she speak to Mrs. Robert Carter, 
president of the Aid Society. Miss Ruth- 
erford stated that as secretary of the 
A1a Society she had to call a meeting 
for the purpose of disposing of certain 
personal property belonging to the se- 
ciety, and thought that it would be the 
best time to bring the matter up. The 
meeting was subsequently called, and 
was held at Mrs..John Tyler's (now cor- 
ner Fourth avenue and Fourteenth 
street, In this city). The ladies present 
were Mrs. Robert Carter, Mrs. R. A. 
Ware, Mrs. William G. Woolfolk, Mrs. 
Clara M. Dexter, Mrs. J. M. McAllister 
and Mrs. Charles J. Williams. Miss Liz- 
zie Rutherford was not present at the 
meeting, as she was suddenly called to 
Montgomery to the bedside of a dying 
relative. . Her resolution was offered by 
one of her friends and unanimously 
adopted, and the Ladies’ Memorial As- 
sociation was organized, 

“No day was determined on at the 
meeting, but after Miss Lizzie Ruther- 
ford returned to Columbus, when she and 
other members of the society were work- 
ing at the cemetery and discussing the 
best day, she suggested April 2, which 
was adopted, and Mrs. Williams, as s£cec- 
retary (of the Ladies’ Memorial Associa- 
tion) was requested to write to the dif- 
ferent societies throughout the south, 
asking them to unite in making it a 
universal custom. Her beautiful letter 
speaks for itself. How well the work 
was done has been attested each year. 
We hope that every southern woman 
will teach the young of the south not 
only to reverence the memory of the 
soldiers who died for us? but we cspe- 
clally beg the women of Columbus to 
instill in the hearts of their. children 
reverence for the soldiers and reverence 
for the women of the memorial associa- 
tion who inaugurated this beautiful cus- 
tom.”’

The tendency of every great undertak- 
ing t to set in motion kindred enter- 
prises, and from this movement another 
has started which bids fair to outstrip 
lt in comprehensive, practical and per- 
manent results. The president of the 
Hollywood Association, Mrs. -Joseph 
Bryan, the wife of the proprietor of The 
Richmond Times-Dispatch, conceived the 
idea Of securing the former white house 
of the confederacy and converting it 
into a repository for civil war records 
and relics. The substantial gray stuc- 

- coed bullding, erected by Dr. John Brock- 
enbrough in the early part of the nine- 
teenth century, in what was then a fash- 
icnable quarter, had been purchased by 
the city as the executive mansion, and 
was cheerfuly dedicated to the society’s 
use. The presentation was made June 

3, 1894, President Davis’ eighty-sixth 

birthday, when organized efforts were in- 

stituted for raising funds to supply 
with heating apparatus and render it 
fireproof. During the five years’ suc- 
ceeding the war, when Richmond was 
under martial law, it wes the headquar-

consigned to the Virginia room formed 
the nucleus of the collection now in the 
building,

Sinee that memorable occasion marvel- 
ous results have been accomplished and 
the space then filled with those who did 
honor to it is now occupied by objects 
of priceless value. Mrs. Joseph Bryan, 
as president of the association: Mrs. M. 
L. Van Doren, a daughter of Commodore 
Matthew F. Maury, as chairman of the 
membership committee; her sister, Mrs. 
James R. Werth, as chairman of the 
relic committee; Mrs. E. D. Hotchkies, 
honorary vice president and chairman of 
the grounds committee, have al! been 
untiring in their efforts, as have the 
Tegents and vice regents, and others tak- 
ing part m the work. 

The visitor to the museum of today is 
ushéfed into a comfortable, exquisitely 
cared for house, and conducted by cour- 
teous officials through thirteen well-ar- 
ranged apartments, replete with inter- 
est. His touch upon the bell is responded 
to by William Riggs, an ex-confederate 
soldier, and the guide, Colonel Thomas 
Pollard, also fought through the war. 
The entrance hall and central apartment 
Opposite it, known as the solid south, or 
general reception room, is under the 
care of Mrs. Jefferson Davis as honorary 
regent. Her easy chairs and settees, 
upon which tired sightseers may rest, 
are scattered about, a bDbiazing fire in 
an open grate giving the cheery home 
touth. In this room the house regent, 
Miss Isabel Maury, the custodian of the 
building, has her desk, and though over- 
flowing with correspondence and other 
@uties connected with her office, is al- 
ways ready to lay aside her busy pen 
to answer questions and to contribute 
in any way to the interest of guests. 
The eye of the visitor turns naturally 
to a painting of Mr. Davis above the 
Carrara mantel, and the regent proposes 
in time to gather around him the mem- 
bers of his cabinet, 

Beneath this picture is that of the 
petit jury which tried him, with its com- 
mingling of white and black faces, the 
first mixed jury ever impaneled in the 
Untted States, and below it, on the 
mantel, stands a statuette of him, pre- 
sented by Judge Theodore Garnett, of 
Nerfolk. A colored print of General Lee 
in confederate uniform hangs on the 
right of the mantel, and a large portion 
of the walls at right angles and diago- 
nally opposite it are covered with water 
colors of confederate scenes by William 
Shepherd, of Richmond, and Chapman’s 
sereal illustrations in oil of the siege of 
Charleston. A revolving stand of tele- 
grams, received by Mrs. Davis on the 
death of her daughter, of newspaper ac- 
counts of ther, and of photographs taken 
at different periods of herself and of the 
president’s other children and grand- 
children, is another feature of this room. 
Most important of ajl, however, in its 
tendency to mold aright the opinions of 
future generations is the valuable war 
library accumulating here, a significant 
and gratifying fact connected with it be- 
ing that a prominent citizen of Boston 
is one of its largest individual contribu- 
tors. 

Indeed, the association’s object of as- 
sembling in the. museum such books, 
records and public and private papers 
and letters as shall convey to posterity 
a true version of the war and the prin- 
ciples in defense of which the south 
bled, can scarcely be too ‘strongly em- 
phasized, and the building is already 
the repository of the fullest and most 
reliable annals extant, except those in the 
war recom office in Washington. The

gia room to the right of the central 
apartment, of which Mrs. R. E. Park, 
of Macon, is regent, and is a portion 
of the accumulation of Mrs. Mary De- 
Rerne, of Savannah, presented to the 
association by her son, the late Dr, Ev- 
erard DeRenne. 

Mrs. DeRenne, who was an enthusias- 
tic confederate and possessed of ample 
means as well as high culture, began 
this accumulation early in the struggle, 
procuring through her influence and per- 
suasive powers what could not be ob- 
tained by money, and it ranks as the 
most valuable single collection of civil 
war memorials in the world. The mural 
mementoes in this room includes the ros- 
ter of the Georgia Hussars, pictures of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Rutherford Ellis, who in- 
stituted Memorial day at the south; of 
Mrs. Johnston, a sister of General Cobb, 
who removed to the cemetery from Geor- 
gia battle flelds at her own expense thou- 
sands of confederates; of Generals Law- 
ton, Ewell, Ashby, Morgan, Henry Jack- 
son, Beauregard, Cobb and Albert Syd- 
ney and Joseph E. Johnston. Here, too, 
hangs the drum which beat at the battle 
of Manassas, confederate maps and other 
interesting miscellanies. In a revolving 
stand is a copy of the Georgia ordinance 
of secession, original letters and battle 
orders of General Lee, a photograph of 
his funeral at Lexington, a picture of 
Stonewall Jackson and his little daugh- 
ter, while over another stand, containing 
confederate etchings, and inimitable car- 
toons by Dr. Charles Volck, of Baltimore 
—one might linger for hours. Cabinets of 
relics, illustrating Georgia’s enterprise 
during the struggle, and marking her 
phenomenal progress in the years sue- 
ceeding it, also detain the visitor. Candles 
from the wild myrtle berry and confed- 
erate tapers tell of a period of actual 
as well as of metaphorical darkness, a 
wit, expressing the lack of artificial il- 
lumination, declaring that their lights 
in the evening had long been a ‘‘mere 
matter of moonshine.”

A relic of the Missouri room (with Mrs. 
L. B. Valliant, as regent). pointed out as 
the most beautiful in the bullding, is a

gold. It was presented to General? Ster- 
ling Price by the women of New Orleans, 
its design combining the products of 
Louisiana and Missouri. A portion of the 
flag of his division, donated by Mrs. Le- 
titia Tyler Semple, thé daughter of Pres- 
ident Tyler, is another souvenir of that 
Officer; other mementoes being clippings 
from St. Louis papers, published during 
the war; the uniform coat of Lieutenant 
Harrison, of the confederate states navy, 
““the hero of Mobile bay;”’ a picture in 
memory of the killed and wounded of 
Guibor’s battery, presented by the survi- 
vors of it; and the printed record of the 
Missouri Daughters of the Confederacy. 

During the hours from 9 in the morning 
until 8 in the afternoon. when the museum 
is open to the public, the building is 
animated by arriving and departing 
guests; the differing accents of groups 
clustered here and thére, showing how 
wide is the interest in its treasured store. 
To few is this interest so keen as to the 
ex-federal and confederate soldiers, who 
frequent. the spot, whose interchange of 
experiences occasionally throw light upon 
some historic object and bring to the 
surface delightful unchronicled inci- 
dents. 

A northerner, standing before the case 
containing the suit worn by Jefferson 
Davis when captured, said to the guide: 

“I have seen these clothes before. I 
was one of the warders in charge of Dr. 
Davis’ cell at Fortress Monroe, and see- 
ing this. coat on a table near his couch. 
and desiring a souvenir of him, I cut off 
the right hand rear button, which I stil! 
have.”" 

As hé spoke the two men passed around 
the case to find the button referred to 
conspicuous by its absence. 

“The sentinel who relieved me.”’ the 
visitor continued, “coveted the prisoners 
pipe. Mr. Davis, however, was an in- 
veterate smoker, and knowing the distress 
its loss would entail, I interceded in his 
benalf, and it was spared. It was a 
meerschaum, stained down the bow] a 
half inch as evenly as though done by 
measure.” 

There was no pipe of the ex-president 
on exhibition m the building. Some one 
remembered, however, that there wer- 
some Davis relics packed in a drawer: the 
key was brought, a search discovering a 
horn case in which was a pipe stained 
just as the stranger had described. 

Another visitor to the museum, Mr. 
Tempie, of Missouri, mentioned having 
stopped at a tavern near the Kansas 
border. 

“As I sat on the veranda in the moon- 
light,” he said, “an old confederate sol- 
dier by my side pointed to a dwelling 
near a wood, saying: ‘Forty years ago I 
went to that house to ask for water, and 
as I opened the back door I saw a union 
soldier standing in the other end of the 
passage. Each retired to his respective 
porch, and turning opposite corners of 
the building again met face to face. The 
federal raised his gun, saying, ‘“‘Don't 
shoot, and I wili not.” I agreed to (: 
proposition. We took a good look at eaca 
cther and sep2zrated I believe.’ he added 
‘if I were to see him again I should know 
him.’ :

Another story was furnished by Mr. 
Burpee, 6f New Haven, Conn. During a 
visit to Gettysburg when a road was be- 
ing run, a ‘abcrer unearthed a gun stock, 
which he secured as a souvenir. Upon 
his return hone, in cleaning ft, he discov- 
ered cut backward upon it: “W. EB. R., 
Co. H, Fifth Virginia: Infantry.” Wish- 
ing to know its history, he wrote to the 
authorities at Washington and ascertain- 
ed that W. E. Roan had enlisted from 
that state. His town and county were 
given, and, writing to the indicated point, 
W. EH. Roan himself replied. He was in 
Pieketi’s charge at Gettysburg, he sald, 
and was fearfully wounded and crippled 
for life. His accoutrements were left 
upon the field, the distinguishing mark 
of his gun being that his name was cut 
backward upon the stock. 

“I have the gun,’ Mr. Burpee wrote 
in response. “It is yours if you desire it 
Now, however, that it is so fully identi- 
fied, I should particularly like to put it 
among my war relics.” 

“I, too, should like to have it,” Mr. 
Roan answered, ‘for it was the last gun 
that [| ever shouldered. But I know of 
no one who would have taken such 
troubie to find its owner.

AM in the heart of the ae 
sian Black Country, whore 
fhe foundries and facto- 
ries are as thick as In the 
biack country of Engiand 
or in our own bDdlack coun.

The heart of this region fs Essen and 
the soul of it ts the Krupps. The chief 
Krupp is dead; but his spirit remains 
and Essen goes on as though he were 
alive: The town was practically founded 


_ by a Krupp, it was built up by a Krupp, 


and the Krupp estate supports it today. 

When the first Krupp began work In 
his little foundry it was a village. Along 
im the fifties, when the second Krupp had 
Wezun to make steel cannon; it had only 
ten thousand; but todfiy it has more than 
a hundred thousand inhabitants, and nine-. 
ty-filme hundredths of these ate supported 
by the Krupps. 

I despair of giving you an adequate con 
ception of the extent of this steel busi- 
hess which has been managed by one man 
and’ is now owned by one family. The. 


Word Krupp in Germany hase much the 


same place that “Carnegie” or the words 
“The United States Steel Company’ have. 
in America. The Krupps have, vast prop- 
erties of many kinds. They own five 
hundred different mines in Germany and 
other mines in Spain. They dig their own 
coal, and they transport much of their 
goods on their own steamers. They have 
ships on the rivers, wharves at Rotter-. 
dam, miles of raflroads and thousands 
of failroad cars. They have their own 
telephone and telegraph . stations num- 
bered by hundreds, ang they have great 
factories at several places in Germany. 
Here at Essen their employees are more 
‘M umber than was our army at the be- 
ginning of the Spanish war. They have 
other thousands in their shipbuildiig 
yards at Kiel and their workmen alto- 
gether approximate fifty thousand ménh, 
the greatest industrial brigade that has 
ever been commanded by .a private indil- 
vidual. 

Eesen practically belongs to the Krupps. 
AS you come here from the Rhine you 
Pass &@ castle on a hill and afe told it is 
Krupp’s' There is a railroad sfation ‘at 
the estate and a private entrance where 
the emperor passes up to visit the Krupp 
family. In Essen the hotel belongs to 
Krupp. There are a Ktupp hospital, 
Krupp club houses and Krupp schools. 
The most of the suburbs aré made up of 
Krupp’s colonies built by Krupp archti- 
tects and Krupp workmén, and in 6ne 
quarter you will find the beautiful ‘village 
which Krupp has erected for his mem Who 
are too old to work. There are ‘stores’ of 

rfupp stores, Krupp factories 
Kripp playgrounds for the children.

Here and there a gate opens tnto one 
factory or another: but every gate has its 
‘Suard and strangers are not admitted. 
Indeed, it is only through my letters 
from the United States government, which 
show that I have nothing to do with 
steel and tron, that I am a guest of the 
works, and am thus enabled to give an 
inside view of this, the chief industria] in- 
stitution of continental Europe, 

Come with me and take a glance at tho 
works, We might spend days and not go 
through, them all. See this yard filled 
with steel rails just from the rolling mills. 


4, There are miles of them. They are being 


shipped to different. parts of Germany and 
aiso to Russia and the South American 
republics. Further on is an inclosure full 
of mighty cannon, The unmounted guns 
are scattered over the sod as-thickly as 
the leaves of Vallombrosa. Next door 
are steel plates for ships, and there at 
the right are bridge materials ready to 
Start oyt forall parts of the world. The 
Krupps, have their drummers on every 
continent and in almost every country. 
I have met them in. South America, in 
Japan and in China, and they are now 
working every part of South Africa. 

Among the great products of this~fac- 
tory are guns and munitions of war. The 
Krupps, have‘been making guns for more 
than half a century. Alfred Krupp, the 
arandfather of the man who died a few 
months, ago,, made cast steel cannon as 
far back as 1847, and in 1850 old Kaiser 
Wilhelm gave him his first order for the 
German army. I am told that the first 
@nnon were not a success, but those 
which followed were, and the Franco- 
Prussian war was fought with materiais 
supplied by the Kfupps. Today Germany 
gets the most.of its war supplies here, 
and Krupp guns are used by the Rus- 
sians, the Turks, the Italians, the Jap- 
,anese, and, in fact, in almost every part 
of the world. gee 

I was in Getmany, at the time pf the 
Dusseldorf exposition, where the Krupps 
had samples, of their best guns, as well 
as the great armor plates which have 
been penetrated by them. The guns were 
of all sizes, some small enough ta be 
mounted on the back of a mule and oth- 
ers which sent ‘forth ‘steel projectiles a 
foot thickf and as high as your waist, 
weighing hajf a ton. Today the Krupps 
make single gins Which weigf: 120 tons, 
and which, notwithstanding this weight, 
are manptlated by Buch machnery that 


| chid cquid operate them. 


Notice some of the guns:as they lie on 
the. floor of 'the shop! Their barrels are 
so jarge that a twenty-pound baby could 
orawl through them, an@ the weight of 
each je so great that it would take 100 
30rses to haul thean. See how they are 
handled! They are carried from one end 
of the shop te the other more easily than 
you bring it an -armftl of wood fo the 
fire. That little man under the roof 
teuches a button and*a’12-inch gun is 
‘picked up by*a ‘traveling crane and Car- 
led from one end of the shop tq the 
“other. - 

If we had‘a week we might study the 
making of the guns. The iron is kneaded 
like dough. ‘After it.cémes from the fur- 
nace the red-hot mass is pounded into 
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Their buildings 


as a boy bores out a popgun, and the hard 
metal is planed down as a carpenter 
planes a board. The Krupps take fifty 
tons of the toughest meta] and handle it 
as easily as the blacksmith, the ‘car- 
penter and the boy handle their tools. 
Everything is done by machinery and 
everything must be scientifically correct. 
It takes a long time to make a gun, and 
the biggest of them, if I rightly remem- 
ber, costs as much as $100,000. 

But I cannot begin to describe the 
processes. The machinery is thai of a 
thousand work shops under one head. 
Krupp has his own school of inventors, 
where men are always experimenting and 
assaying. He has a number of labora- 
tories, and at Mappan there are large 
experimental grounds, where guns and 
projectiles are practically tested. Shortiv 
before he died the Kaiser wag here ex- 
amining some new guns, and only thirty 
were present when the tests were made. 

The Krupp workmen are of aH classes. 
It takes an army of clerks for the offices, 
und there are hordes of commercial 
travelers on the road. He has more than 
1,200: mechanics in his building depart- 
ment and dozens of architects and sub- 
architects. The thousands of men in the 
shops are dressed in blue jeans, and many 
wear wooden clogs. ‘ihey appear well 
fed and more than ordinarily intelligent. 
They are up to the best of the French 
laborers and better looking\ and better 
dressed than those of Sheffield and Kir- 
mingham. 

As I went through the shops I asked 
something as to wages and hours of work. 
The usual day begins at 6 and at 8 the 
men stop a quarter of an hour for rest 
and a cup of coffe. They then work on 
until noon, when their wives or children 
bring their midday meal. They have an 
hour and a half at this time, and then 
work on until 4. Then there is another 
15 minutes for rest and coffee or beer, 
when they go back and work on until 6, 
putting in on the average of a ten-hour 
day. 

The mén are paid by the hour and not 
by the day, and they are glad to work 
as long as possible, There are, I am told, 
no trade unions connected with the 
works, ‘and so far no trouble has been 
had with strikes. Wages are much low- 
er than with us, not only the foundries, 
but also ih other branches. Bricklayers, 
for instance, receive from 8 to 9 cents an 
hour ‘and common workmen 7 cents, 
Foremen get $1.50 a day. 

The men are well treated. Every foun- 
dry has its wash house and bath room, 
and each man has a locker for his clothes. 
Hot water for coffee is free, and every 
employee has all the advantages of the 
Krupp workingmen’s clubs, the Krupp 
lidraries and Krupp stores, which I de- 
scribe further on. 

Mr. Krupp tried to keep. track of his 
individual workmen. He courted com- 
plaints and was ready to remedy any in- 
justite. Men who were discharged with- 
out cause were sure of reinstatement, and 
this fact was so well known to the of- 
ficials that few such dismissals were 
made. The greatest care is taken to min- 
imize accidents: All dangerous machin- 
ery is painted a bright red, which means 
‘be careful when you gy by.” 

I spent a day in goitg through the 
workingmen’s colonies which Krupp has 
built especially for his men. There are 
° large sections of Essen 
The Worke given up to such colonies. 

ingmen’s ‘The ground is laid out by

villages of them, some composed of beau-

The first colony I visited was néar the 


works. It is composed of three and four- 
story build'ngs,

band several times a ‘week.

The rent was $90 a year, or $7.50 a month. 
"The man who occupied it received $60 a 
| month. 2 
In another house I visited a flat of 
/two rooms, which rented for $2 a year, 
‘the tenant getting only % a week. ‘The 

woman who showed me the flat was as 
‘clean as a pin, and she took pride in her 
bcusekeepitig, which was as clean as her- 
self. The beds were neat. re were 
pictures on the walls and curtains in the 
windows, and everywhere the desire to 
make home beautiful, although the rent 
was, all told, not more than 60 cents 
weekly. In this colony there were 4,500 
people, and I was told that the gpart- 
ments were always rented. 

The cottages are more comfortable than 
the tenements. There are hundreds of 
them, each having its own garden about 
it. Bach has its own style of architect- 
ure, not unlike that of some of our best 
‘suburban towns of- the United Staies. 
'Some cottages are single and some dou- 
'ble. There are seldom more than four 
families in any One cottage, and as 4 
rule not more than one or two. 

One of the four-room cottages I suw 
rented for $% a month, anda little better 
one for $6. Where two families occupy @ 
cottage thera are two entrances and each 
family has its own garden. The cottages 
are covered with vines. Flowers bloom 


pleasant homes. There is sach 4 demand 
for them that the waiting list is long and 
men are often months and years in get- 
ting the apartment they desire. 

There are ¢iub, houses here for bache- 
lor workmen;' bodrdifg houses for single 
men built and furnished by the Krupps 
and managed. by their people at as near 
ccst as possible. Eath of these buildings 
has about sixty rooms, which are rented 
out with full board to the mién of the 
shops. Every mas has his own room. 
The charge is 40 cents per day, and the 
men who occupy them make $1.50 per day. 

As I went through one of these houses 
I asked the manager what he could fur- 
nish for 40 cents a day. He replied: 

“You have seen the rooms. Each is 
about 8 by 10 in size. It has a table, 
chairs and a comfortable bed. In addi- 
tion, there is a bath room, a general 
reading or loafing room and a ten pin 
alley. We give-the men bread and coffee 
on rising. Here, for instance, is the fra- 
tio for the last two days.”’ 

The man here handed me a paper, which 
I have copied: 

“Monday—Breakfast: Coffee, bread, 
cheese and safisage. Dinner: Soup, roast 
beef and spinach. ‘Supper: Coffee, steak 
and cucumber salad. 

“Tuesday—Breakfast: Coffee, ham and 
bread. Dinner: Soup, mutton stew, veg- 
éetables. Supper: Scrambled eggs and 
potatoes.”’ 

In addition to this, beer is furnished at 
a little over cost price. 

One of the most interesting of the 
colonies is Altenhof, which might be 
translated “Old Age Court.” This is-for 
the retired workmen who have served 
out their terms in the shops and have 
pensions. There is a reguiar system of 
insurance and pensions, by which the men 
after a ceftain term, get $5 and upward 
per year and have these houses free of 
rent. The.most of them have other in- 
comes from their savings. This section 
is made up of neat one and one-half 
story cottages. surrounded by gardens 
and filled with flowers. They are of 
brick and stucco, and have what the 
Germans would call all modern con- 
veniences. 

There is one family to the cottage and 
the cottages are kept by the widows of 
the old men after their death. It is a 
beautiful village; almost every inhabi- 
tant of which is over sixty, a town of 
old men and old women, fairly well dress- 
edi and apparently contented. 

In addition to the cottages there are 
club houses for old widows and old wid- 
owers. These are for those of the aged 
who have no families or 
who do not want to keep 
house. In one of these 
clubs I found eight men, 
and talked with several 
of them. One told me 
that he had worked for 
Krupp twenty-four years, and out of his 
Savings he now had an income of about 
$10 a month. His house rent costs him 
nothing, and he can, he says, live quite 
comfortably on this amount. I asked 
him if he did not get tired doing noth- 
ing. ‘ 

“No; I worked as hand as a blacksmith 
for twenty-four years. I am @& years olg 
now, and I am glad to stop. When I 
am tired sitting I take a walk, and when 
I am tired walking I take a seat. It 
Suits me very well.’’ 

Among the widows I found some quite 
as content as this old man. One nice 
old woman said she had a pension of 
$7.50 a month, and that it kept her very 
well. She cooked her own breakfast and 
had her dinner sent in from the old-age 
eating house at 9 cents per meal.

A part of the pension fund is furnish- 
ed by the government, but Krupp gave a 
vast 2mount himself every fear. Indeed, 
in this respect alone his charities an- 
nually amounted to about $260,000. 

The company stores of the United States 
are often run for the benefit of the éapi- 
talists. The Krupps have established 
cash stores for the benefit of the men. 
There are fifty-four different storés and 
shops great and small here, which sell 
only to Krupp employees. They are all 
Managed by the establishment and are 
run On a cooperative principle. The 
Krupps take out a low interest on the 
capital they have invested in them and 
the profits beyond this are divided among 
the customers according to the amount 
of their purchases. This profit foots up

HIS is a picture of Vir- 
ginia’s sleeping suburb of 
Georgia—poorly painted be- 
cause of the limitations of 
the writer, but true in 
every detail, as many 
Georgians are proud to 
hear and many Virginiahs 
are proud to tell. 

It’s a true story of the 
little town of Winchester, 
suggested in part by read- 
ing the beautiful tribute of 
Thomas Nelson Page, 

whose home lies but a short ways from 
this same little hamiet in Fairfax county, 
and partly by the blinding lights that 
shine out against the blackness of the 
sky from Atlanta’s greatest office build- 
ings. 

If you occupy one of the rooms on 
the western side of Dr. Stockard’s sanita- 
rium, you can lie i@&your bed through 
a long evening and watch the lighted 
windows in the sky-scrapers wink at 
you until finally some worried manager 
or belated clerk puts out the electric 
lamps. You will see this sort of thing 
happen all over the big building as the 
evening wanes until the last light goes 
out and the great business apartment 
house falls asleep only to loom dark and 
menacing like some prehistoric monster 
for the remainder of a restless night. And 
because there are no lights Sunday even- 
ing you miss them greatly and you find | 
that the way sky-scrapers Keep the Sab- 
bath is rigid rather than interesting . 

But now of the little Georgia colony in 
Virginia. 

High on a foothill of the Blue Ridge, 
against whose side there nestles the beau- 
tiful city of Winchester, stands the old 
“Stonewall” cemetery, named after the 
immortal Jackson. Within the confines 
of this beautiful God’s acre lie sleeping 
heroes of the confederacy, patriots of 


' 
southern firesides, martyrs whose blood 
is still the noblest heritage of those who 
struggle in those great arsenals of peace, 
the sky-scrapers of Atlanta and all 
Dixieland. . 

On a simple but impressive pedestal 
in the “Stonewall” cemetery, the gift of 
the women of the south when such a 
gift stood for the bravest and best in 
the way of self-sacrifice and self-denial, 
there stands a confederate soldier in 
stone. His position is not that of a pri- 
vate on guard. Rather !t is that of a 
private resting on his musket, his broad 
slouch hat shading his eyes as he looks 
down the beautiful valley of the Shenan- 
doah, half dreaming on the past, half 
sollloquizing on the future. Beneath this 
monument there lie 849 unknown dead, 
Kentuckian. Carolinians. Georgians, Vir- 
ginians, confederates. Mysterious as their 
identity, the-valor of their past and the 
immortality of their future is summed 
up in the simple epitaph: 


“Who they were, none know; 
What they were, all know.” 


And round about this monument to the 
unknown dead are platoons of sleeping 
soldiers. To the front those of a broken 
Virginia brigade, Jackson's men, the foot 
cavalry that startled the military leaders 
of the world. Slightly to the rear le 
Kentucky’s complement, few in number, 
scarcely a corporal’s guard, but those 
of the bravest of the Blue Grass tSate. 
(There lie Texans with courage as great 
as that of their forefathtrs at the Ala- 
mo. And there Alabamans, Mississip- 
plans, Casolinans and soldiers of all those 
states who pledged their honor and their 
lives to the immoral’ glory of the Stars 
and Bars. 

But glance’ to the right and find a 
company of Georgians who have so bravye- 
ly earned their last, long rest. The 
roster shows many names famous in 
history; others unkndwn who just as 
bravely played their part. But let the 
epitaph upon the headstone tell the 
story. As nearly. as the writer can re-

member it reads: “Go back. stranger, 
and tell those in Georgia that you found 
us here doing our duty in compliance 
with her commands.” 

And over this granite guidon of the 
sleeping company there falls the shade of 
a stately pine, while clinging tenderly 
to its polished sides twines a Virginia 
creeper—a God-sanctioned embrace of the 
lasting friendship of Georgia anda Vir- 
ginia. 

To the left runs a long. low wall. a fa- 
vorite shrine for meditation and prayer 
by “Stonewall’’ Jackson and a Veritable 
bulwark in the main battles fought in 
and around Winchester. And just beyond 
the wal lies the federal soldiers who fel} 
in the Shenandoah campaign, their last 
resting places marked by magnificent 
monuments of marbie, the grass trimmed 
to the perfection of a public terrace, and 
the paths rolled to a hardness that sug- 
gests appropriations by state Jlegisla- 
tures and the exacting red tape of a 
Washington department. This cemetery 
is supported byethe government. 

But when late in the afternoon, the 
blue haze rests upon the hillsides and 
a soft Virginia twilight puts to sleep the 
beautiful valley of the Shenandoah. You 
can stand with the sieeping company 


from Georgia and hear the wind whisper 


God's own lullaby through the long 
grasses or perhaps some mockingbird lin- 
gering, as you have done, sing a last 
goodnight to the sleeping world you have 
made your own. 

Yet ali night long the Georgia shaft 
of granite stands out against the sky, 
keeping its lonley vigil for those “march. 
ed on before.”’ 

And looking out through the night at 
some of Atlanta's great office buildings, 

.is it not true that the lights that wink 
and blink from a thousand windows 
tell the same story for the sons of those 
Georgians who sleep in Virginia to all 
visitors to Atlanta—“Go back, stranger,

Just as the ceremony that made 
them man and wife was concluded a sound 
like a muffled cry was heard from with- 
out, followed by rapidly retreating foot- 
steps; and those who hurried to the 
door to ascertain the cause of the alarm 
caught sight, for a moment, of a gray 
figure on horseback speeding away 
through the deepening shadows.” 

Colonel Pryor’s face had been the arena 
in which a variety of emotions had played 
a part while the young lawyer was 
speaking. First it was surprise that 
this stranger should speak so familiarly 
of Jessica's history; this was succeeded 
by anger which the plain, unvarnished 
description of his own character had 
aroused; then came humility and self- 
condemnation as he was made to see 
the blindness and selfishness of his love; 
and finally, as Jessica stood before him 
in the purity of her character, and trans- 
figured by the glory of her conscientious 
self-surrender, he bowed his head «as if he 
felt himself altogether unworthy to look 
upon a vision so bright.

Perhaps it was Jessica’s boy, and that re- 
minded him.

is given, accompanied by affidavits, lists 
of original members of the memorial as- 
sociation and Lizzie Rutherford chapter, 
Daughters -of the Confederacy, was 
adopted by the Ladies’ Memorial Asso- 
ciation of Columbus, Ga., and presented 
to the Lizzie Rutherford chapter of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy, under 
whose direction it was published. It is a 
most valuable contribution to southern 
history. a 

Mrs. Absalom H. Chappell was the first 
president of the Soldiers’ Aid Society of 
Columbus. 

Mrs. Robert Carter, the first president 
of the Ladies’ Memorial Association, re- 
mained in office until the date of her 
death in January, 18%. Mrs. Louis F. 
Gatrard is now president of the .asso- 
ciation, having succeeded Mrs. Carter. 
Mrs. Jane E. Ware Martin has beeh sec- 
retary of the association for the past 
thirty years. 

Mrs, Clara M. Dexter is the treasurer 
of the association. She has: served in 
that capacity since 1868. . She succeeded 
Mrs. M. A. Patten, who was elected 
treasurer at the organization meeting in 
1866. 

For many years the grave of Mrs. Lizzie 
Rutherford Ellis was marked only by a 
head-stone, upon which was the simple 
inscription: 


" “The Soldiers’ Friend.’ 


LIZZIE RUTHERFORD ELLIS. 
“She hath done what she could.—Mark 


“A loving tribute to our co-worker, 
Mrs. Lizzie Rutherford Dllis. 
‘‘In her patriotic heart sprang the thought 
of our Memorial day.’’ 


In the.same lot, only a few feet away, 
on the head-stone of Mrs. Charlies J. 
Williams, one pauses again to reed: 


‘MRS. CHARLES J. WILLIAMS, 
In loving recognition of her memorial 
work by her coworkers.” 


In Novembér, 1901, the Lizzle Ruther- 
ford «Chapter, realizing that such a 
sacred spot should be more appropriately 
marked, purchased a marble slab and 
uTn, to be placed over Mrs. Ellis’ grave, 
and the unveiling of this memorial wus 
one of the most notable features of the 
ennual convention of the Georgia Di- 
vision, United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, in Columbus, in 19%. On the 
slab there is the following appropriate 
engraving: 

“I@ZZIE RUTHERFORD,’ 
The Soldiers’ Friend and Suggestor of 
Memorial Day. 
“Secretary Soldiers’ Aid Society, 1861-6. 
‘Voices have blessed her now silent and 
dumb; 
Voices will bless her in long years to 
come.’’ 


The following is a copy of the original 
letter of Mrs. Charlies J. Williams, as sec- 
retary of the Columbus Memorial Asso- 
ciation, to the press and ladies of the 
scuth regarding Memorial day, taken 
from The Columbus, Ga., Times: 

‘f-olumbus, Ga., March 12, 1866.—Messrs. 
Editors: The ladies are now and have 
been for several days engaged in the 
sad but pleasant duty of ornamenting and 
improving that portion of the city ceme- 
tery sacred to the memory of our gal- 
lent confederate dead, but we feel jt is 
an unfinished work unless a day be set 
apart annually for its especial attention. 
We cannot raise monumental shafts and 
inscribe thereon their many deeds of 
heroism, but we can keep alive the mem- 
ory of the debt we owe them by dedi- 
cating at least one day in each year to 
embellish their humbie graves with flow- 
ers. Therefore, we beg the assistance of 
the press and the ladies throughout the 
ecuth to aid us in the effort to set apart 
a certain day to be observed from the 
Potomac to the Rio Grande, and be han4- 
ed down through time as a religious cus- 
tcm of the south, to wreathe the graves 
of our martyred dead with flowers; and 
we propose the 2th day of April as the 
day. Let every city, town and ‘village 
join in the pleasant duty. Let all alike 
be remembered, from the heroes of Ma- 
nasas to those: who expired amid the 
death throes of our hallowed cause. We'll 
crown alike the honored resting places of 
ihe immortal Jackson in Virginia, John- 


ston at Shiloh, Cleburne in Tennessee, 
and the host of gallant privates who 
adorned their ranks. 

All did their duty, and to all we owe 
our gratitude. Let the soldiers’ grave, 
for that day, at least, be the southern 
mecca, to whose shrine her sorrowing 
women, like pilgrims, may annually 
Lring their grateful hearts and floral of- 
ferings. And when we remember the 


thousands who were buried ‘with their 


martial cloaks around them,’ without 
Christian ceremony of interment, we 
would invoke the aid of the most thriil- 
ing eloquence throughout the land to in- 
augurate this custom by delivering, on 
the appointed day this year, a eulogy on 
the unburied dead of our glorious south- 
ern army. They died for their country. 
Whether their country had or had not 
the right to demand their sacrifice, is no 
longer a question of discussion. We leave 
that for nations to decide in future. That 
it was Jemanded—that they fought nobly, 
and fell holy sacrifices upon their coun- 
try’s altar, and are entitled to thelr 
country’s gratitude, none will deny. 

“The proud banner under which they 
rallied in defense of the highest and 
noblest cause for which heroes fought, 
or trusting women prayed, has been 
furled forever. The country for which 
they suffered and died has now no name 
or place among the hations of the earth. 
Legislative enactment may not be made 
to do honor to their memorials, but the 
veriest radical] that ever traced his gene- 
alogy back to the deck of the Mayflower 
cculd not refuse us the simple privilege 
Of paying honor to those who died de- 
ferding the life, honor and happiness of 
the southern women.’’ 

An incident during the war well flus- 
trates the character of Mrs. Ellis, then 
Miss Lizzie Rutherford. She was a 
woman of great energy, an indefatigable 
worker, and these qualities made her one 
of the most useful members of the 5ol- 
diers’ Aid Society. Once during the war 
there was a fearful explosion on a gumn- 
coat a few miles down the Chattahoochee 
river below Columbus. When the news 
of the accident reached the city, Miss 
Rutherford acted with her usual decision. 
In.a very short time she had secured 4 
large express wagon, and, with a driver 
on the front seat, started over the city 
collecting mattresses, bedding, etc. 5ne 
saw G. W. Woodruff, proprietor of 4 
large flour mill on Front strect, and #¢€- 
cured from him permission to use a two- 
story fame building in the rear of the 
mil] as a hospital. By the time the steam- 
boat arrived with the wounded from the 
scene of the explosion the hospital had 
been fitted with the necessary bedding 
and everything was ready for the recep 
tion of the injured soldiers and sailors.
